- Asked  whether,  in  light  of  the 
tacit  Egyptian  agreement  to 'a  sur- 
gical Israeli  strike  against  the  PLO 
in  .Lebanon,  Egypt  would  today 
agree  “to  a thawing  of  the  normaliza- 
tion freeze  if  Israel  withdrew  its 
main-forces  from  Lebanon  but  con-

Too  many 
of  us  are  fearful  that  the  Israel 
government's  true  intention  is  to 
turn  Southern  Lebanon  into  a new 
West  Bank.1* 

Ghaii  also  said  that  an  additional 
Egyptian  condition  for  the  renewal  of 
the  normalization  process  was  the 
renewal  of  talks  with  the  Palestinians  on 
a comprehensive  solution. 

The  Egyptian  diplomat  said  a 
realistic  assessment  was  that  Israel 
would  not  get  out  of  Lebanon 
before,  a new  election.  "And  even  in 
the  event  of  the  establishment  at  a 
Labour  government,  we  are  not  at 
all  certain  that  Israel  would 
withdraw  even  then,”  he  said. 


Lebanese  reconciliation  talks 

Christians  won’t  discuss 
constitutional  reforms 


BEIRUT  (AP).  — The  leader  of 
Lebanon’s  largest  Christian  party 
said  yesterday  he  is  not  willing  to 
discuss  at  next  week's  reconciliation. 
conference  the  very  reform  issues 
that  opposition  leaders  are  planning - 
to  raise.  ‘ ‘ . . 

Pierre  Jemayel,. . leader  of  the 
Phalange  Party  and  father  of  Presi- 
dent Amin  Jemayel,  made  the  state- 
ment/it  a dispatehpabUshc&byst&c 
party's  Lebanese  News'  Agency. 
The  agency  - also  said  that  Pierre 
Jemayel  and  former  president 
jCamilk  Chamoun  took  a common 
* stand  on  the  issue. 

The  agency  quoted  Jemayel  and 
Chamoun,  who  will  - represent 
Lebanon's  Christians  at  the  con- 
ference scheduled  Monday  in 
' Lausanne,  Switzerland,  as  saying 
they,  would  not  discuss  con- 

■ stitutional  reforms  until  Lebanon  is 

■ "liberated,”  .apparently  meaning 
when  Syrian  and  Israeli  forces 

■ withdraw. 

“Under  no  circumstances  are  we 
jibing  to  accept  discussions  over  this 
Tissue  under  political  and  military 
pressure,”  Jemayel  was  quoted  as 
saying. 

.The  agency  reported  that  Cha- 
moun said:  “In  principle,  we  do  not 


accept  any  changes  in  the  constitu- 
tion, especially  in  what  concerns  the 
prerogatives  of  the  president  This 
does  not  mean  that  the  constitution 
should  not-  be  reviewed,  but  we  are 
against  die  changes  proposed.” 

Chamoun  also  was  quoted  as  say- 
ing: "We  also  do  not  accept  the  es- 
tablishment of  another  house  other 
than  the  parliament.” 

-Opposition  leaders  were  meeting 
again  in  Dara ascus  yesterday  on  ex- 
actly what  they  will  demand  at 
Lausanne,  but  it’s  been  widely 
reported  here  that  their  demands 
will  include  cutting  the  president's 
term  from  six  to  three  years  and 
creating  a senate  that  would  elect 
presidents  in  joint  session  with  the 
current  99-seat  parliament.  . 

Rafik  Hariri,  Saudi  Arabia’s  chief 
mediator  in  the  Lebanese  crisis,  ar- 
rived in  Damascus  after  talks  with 
government  officials  in  Beirut  on 
ways  to  narrow  the  gaps  before  the 
opening  of  reconciliation  talks, 
government -run  Beirut  Radio  said. 

In  Beirut,  Christian  and  Moslem 
militiamen  traded  intermittent 
rocket,  mortar  and  machine-gun 
fire  across  the  “green  line”  splitting 
Beirut.

Brother  becomes  defence  overlord 

Assad  names  3 deputies

Syrian  President  Hafez  Assad  has 
decided  to  appoint  three  deputies, 
diplomatic  sources  in  Damascus 
were  quoted  as  saying  yesterday. 
.One  of  them  is  his  powerful  younger 
brother  Rifaat,  who  will  be  vice- 
president  for  defence  and  security. 

The  other  two  vice-presidents, 
according  to  these  sources,  will  be 
Abdul-Halim  Khaddam,  foreign 
minister  in  the  outgoing  cabinet  of 
Prime  Minister  Abdel-R&uf  al- 
Kasm,  and  Zuhair  Musharka,  assis- 
tant regional  secretary  of  the  ruling 
Sa'ath  Party  in  Syria. 

The  sources  said  the  appointment 
of  the  three  was  decided  at  a recent 
meeting  of  the  ruling  party’s 
Regional  Command,  the  country's 
highest  policy-making  body.  It  is 
meant  to  ease  Assad’s  work  load 
following  his  incapacitation  for 
almost  two  months  late  last  year 
with  heart  trouble. 

. The  same  meeting,  it  appears,  , 
also  decided  on  the  resignation  of 
Kasm’s  cabinet  after  over  four  years 
-in  office,  to  be  replaced  by  a new 
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one  also  to  be  headed  by  Kasm. 

The  reason  for  the  reshuffle  has 
been  officially  ascribed  to  the 
routine  practice  of  changing  the 
cabinet  every  few  years. 

The  latest  political  changes  in 
Syria  come  against  persistent  but 
somewhat  vague  reports  of  unrest  in 
the  country.  This  is  believed  to 
reflect  a power  struggle  not  so  much 
between  Assad  himself  and  any 
potential  rivals,  but  between  his 
brother  Rifaat  and  those  who 
sought  to  challenge  him  for  the  suc- 
cession after  Assad. 

The  struggle  apparently  began  to 
gather  strength  during  Assad’s  01- 
ness  fast  year,  when  Rifaat  and  his 
rivals  seemed  to  be  jockeying  for 
position  in  the  event  of  the  Syrian 
leader’s  death. 

Rifaat's  appointment  as  vice- 
president  for  defence  and  security 
would  indicate  that  Assad  had 
boosted  his  brother  as  heir  ap- 
parent, giving  him  an  undoubted 
edge  over  any  potential  challenger. 

Some  reports  have  insisted, 
however,  that  Assad  may  have 
elevated  his  brother  not  so  much 
out  of  choice,  but  because  Rifaat 
forced  his  hand. 


Israeli 
worker 
killed  in 
Lebanon

METULLA.  — An  Israeli  civilian 
worker  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment (PWD)  doing  roadwork  m 
Lebanon’s  eastern  sector  was  killed 
by  terrorists  firing  from  ambush 
yesterday  afternoon. 

The  dead  mao  was  later  identified 
as  David  Baghdadi,  50,  of  Herziiya, 
an  earth-moving  contractor. 

The  attackers  fired  several  bursts 
of  automatic  fire  at  a PWD  work 
party  near  the  village  of  Sahmour, 
where  the  latter  were  paving  a road 
leading  to  the  front  lines. 

An  Israel  Defence  Forces  guard 
detail  that  accompanied  the 
workers  returned  fire,  but  the  at- 
tackers escaped  in  a car.  IDF  units 
sealed  and  searched  the  area. 

This  area,  which  has  generally 
been  quiet  in  the  past,  recently 
became  the  focus  of  stepped-up  ter- 
rorist activity.  During  the  past  two 
weeks  four  Israeli  soldiers  were 
wounded  there  when  their  ar- 
moured personnel  carrier  ran  over 
and  detonated  a mine.  Other  mines 
have  been  uncovered  in  the  area 
recently. 

The  IDF  is  investigating  two  pos- 
sibilities: that  the  gang  responsible 
for  all  or  most  of  the  attacks  in- 
filtrates from  Syrian-controlled  ter- 
ritory, and  that  the  attackers  are 
local  residents. 

Shortly  after  yesterday's  attack, 
the  leaders  of  the  area’s  villages  cal- 
led at  the  local  IDF  headquarters  to 
express  their  shock  and  dismay  at 
the  attack. 

Civilian  workers  employed  by  the 
IDF  returned  to  wotk  in  Lebanon 
only  this  past  week,  after  they  had 
refused  to  work  there  in  a protest 
aimed  at  receiving  full  military- 
scale  compensation  for  possible  dis-

1981,  their  unions  said.  . 

The  unions  were  protesting 
against  a loss  of  purchasing  power 
and  the  government’s  economic 
policies.

Police  expect  'munitions 
expert’  to  turn  self  in

Police  sources  said  last  night  they 
believe  a fourth  suspect  in  the 
sabotage  attempt  of  al-Aksa  mos- 
que on  the  Temple  Mount  will  soon 
turn  himself  in. 

The  man  is  described  as  the 
“munitions  expert”  behind  the  four- 
man  group,  which  police  are  calling 
an  organization  of  "rational 
fanatics.” 

According  to  the  sources,  the 
four  carefully  planned  the  attack  on 
the  Temple  Mount,  have  confessed 
to  a grenade  attack  on  the  mosque 
at  Nebi  Samwil,  and  are  being 
questioned  about  more  than  a 
dozen  other  grenade  attacks  on 
non-Jewish  institutions  in  and 
around  Jerusalem. 


Four  days  after  their  arrest,  the 
police  were  confident  they  had 
“broken  the  back”  of  the  Terror 
Against  Terror  (TNT)  case. 
However,  they  are  still  seeking  con- 
fessions or  corroborative  evidence 
to  link  the  suspects  to  other  attacks 
in  which  three  people  were 
wounded  during  the  last  100  days. 
TNT  surfaced  soon  after  the  attack 
on  an  Egged  bus  in  Jerusalem,  in 
which  six  persons  were  killed  and 
more  than  a dozen  wounded. 

Southern  District  Police- 
'Commander  Nitzav  Yehoshua 
Caspi  said  yesterday  "it  may  be  pos- 
sible” that  the  arrests  have  un- 
covered the  so-called  TNT 
organization.

U.S.  police  asked  to  provide 
information  on  Each  suspects

- The  Israel  police  are  seeking  the 
help  of  the  New  York  and  Los 
Angeles  police  for  information 
about  the  four  young  men  suspected 
of  Sunday’s  shooting  attack  on  an 
Arab  bus  near  Ramallah,  in  which 
seven  passengers  were  wounded. 

The  four  in  custody,  all  aged 
between  19  and  20,  are  affiliated  to 
the  Kach  movement. 

The  Jerusalem  Post  has  learned 
that  so  far  they  are  not  cooperating 


with  their  interrogators. 

The  police  have  asked  their  col- 
leagues in  New  York  and  Los 
Angeles  whether,  as  members  of  the 
Jewish  Defence  League  in  the  U.S., 
any  of  the  four  had  been  involved  in 
particularly  violent  incidents,  as 
they  are  suspected  of  being  involved 
in  here.  Two  are  from  New  York 
and  two  are  from  Los  Angeles. 

They  are  being  questioned  not 
only  about  the  Ramallah  shooting 
but  also  about  the  shooting  attack

Gov’t  hospitals 
brace  up  for 
‘long’  weekend

Strike-crippled  government 
hospitals  throughout  the  country 
are  bracing  up  for  what  one  senior 
nurse  predicted  would  be  “the 
longest  week-end.”  The  hospitals 
have  been  running  on  a reduced 
"Shabbat  format”  since  Wednesday 
morning,  when  nursing,  ad- 
ministrative, housekeeping,  kitchen 
and  laundry  personnel  began  an 
open-ended  strike. 

Essential  personnel  appeared  for 
work  yesterday  in  response  to  the 
Health  Ministry's  issue  of  4,000 
back-to-work  orders,  most  of  which 
were  finally  delivered  by  yesterday 
evening.  But  about  8,000  workers 
were  absent. 

Laundry  piled  up  in  the  hospitals' 
basements,  food  was  scarce  and 
served,  for  the  most  part,  cold. 
Sterile  equipment  was  in  short  supp- 
ly due  to  the  lack  of  technicians  in 
the  sterilizing  rooms.  For  the  se- 
cond day  yesterday,  bed-ridden 
patients  were  not  bathed. 

All  out-patient  clinics  remained 
closed,  but  emergency  wards  were 
open  and  sufficiently  staffed. 
Nurses  reported  that  "while  no 
patient  was  in  danger  because  of  the 
strike,  it  certainly  adds  to  their  suf- 
fering.” 

In  Ashkelon,  the  government- 
employed  nurses  voted  to  continue 
working  and  not  to  join  the  strike, 
but  even  there  work  was  severely 
hampered  by  lack  of  kitchen, 
housekeeping,  laundry  and  ad- 
ministrative personnel. 


The  Histadrut  yesterday  con- 
demned the  Health  Ministry's  ac- 
tion in  issuing  the  back-to-work 
orders.  Reuven  Ben-Ami, 
secretary-general  of  the  Civil  Ser- 
vants Union,  said  yesterday  that  the 
ministry's  "peremptory  use”  of  the 
back-to-work  orders  may  prove  to 
be  a boomerang  and  that  workers 
may  decide  not  to  honour  them.  He 
said  that  in  principle,  he  did  not 
recommend  such  action,  but  men- 
tioned that  in  last  years'  doctors 
strike -such  orders  were  ignored. 

While  the  strike  committee 
decided  to  stop  honouring  back-to- 
work  orders  as  of  next  Monday 
morning.  Health  Ministry  officials 
still  offered  to  pay  only  one  year  of 
the  retroactive  salary  increments 
due  the  workers,  instead  of  the  two 
years  they  demand. 

Ronnie  Shalcm,  chairman  of  the 
government  hospital  workers  union, 
said  that  “there  is  no  basis  for  ar- 
bitration since  these  are  not  new  de- 
mands. but  an  insistence  that  agree- 
ments reached*  two  years  ago  be 
implemented.”  Nor,  he  added,  will 
the  union  accept  a proposal  that 
negotiations  with  nurses  and  with 
service  and  administrative  stafT  be 
conducted  out  separately. 

David  Rudge  adds: 

In  Haifa,  Rambam  Hospital  was 
on  a Shabbat  format  for  the  second 
day  running  yesterday,  with  only 
one-third  of  the  regular  staff  on 
duty. 

The  out-patient  department 
remained  closed  and  only  urgent

Key  suspect  in  Jaffa  Road 
explosions  still  in  hospital 


The  key  suspect  in  the  grenade 
explosions  on  Jaffa  Road  in 
Jerusalem  on  February  28  was 
moved  out  of  the  intensive-care 
ward  of  Bikur  Holim  Hospital 
yesterday,  although  he  is  still 
bedridden. 

He  is  expected  to  be  charged 
when  he  is  discharged  from  the 
hospital  and  can  stand  trial. 

The  suspect  was  one  of  21 
persons  wounded  when  two  of  four 
grenades  wrapped  in  -a  plastic  bag 
exploded.  The  police  are  calling  it  a 
"work  accident"  because 


eyewitnesses  reported  that  the  man 
had  been  carrying  the  bag  and  drop- 
ped it  in  panic  just  before  the  ex- 
plosions. He  was  severely  wounded 
in  his  back. 

For  the  first  time,  police  last  night 
denied  rumours  that  the  man  is  a 
Lebanese.  They  said  he  has  a forged 
Lebanese  passport,  but  is  a 
Jerusalemite. 

Two  separate  Arab  terrorist 
organizations  — the  Abu  Nidal 
group  and  the  Democratic  Front  for 
the  Liberation  of  Palestine  — 
claimed  responsibility  for  the  act. 


2 suspects  admit  removing 
Anghelovici  body  from  grave 


RISHON  LEZION.  — An 
employee  of  the  Rishon  Lezion 
burial  society  and  a Bnei  Brak  man, 
both  ultra-Orthodox  haredim,  con- 
fessed in  the  local  magistrates  court 
yesterday  to  having  removed  the 
body  of  Tereza  Anghelovici  from 
her  grave  in  the  town’s  Jewish 
cemetery  and  dumping  it  in  the 
Ramie  Moslem  cemetery. 

But  controversy  over  the 
deceased  woman’s  final  resting 
place  continues,  with  the  country’s 
two  chief  rabbis  and  the  Chief  Rab- 
binate Council  implying  in  a state- 
ment that  the  body  should  again  be 
removed  and  reinterred  in  a non- 
Jewish  cemetery. 

Angheiovici’s  body  was  taken 
from  her  grave  last  week  following 
objections  by  Orthodox  circles  to 
her  burial  there,  because  she  had 
been  born  a non-Jew  and  never  un- 


dergone a Halachic  conversion. 
State  authorities  then  tried  to 
defuse  the  ensuing  storm  by  hastily 
replacing  the  body  in  Rishon  Le- 
zion's  Jewish  cemetery,  without 
even  notifying  the  family. 

The  two  men  who  removed  the 
body  were  remanded  into  custody 
for  15  days  by  the  court.  They  are 
David  Ehrenfeld,  34,  a driver  and 
gravedigger  for  Rishon  Lezion ’s 
burial  society,  and  Meir  Agassi,  34, 
a driver  of  a building-materials 
truck.  The  former  was  airested  on 
Tuesday  night,  a day  after  police 
dug  up  the  grave  site  to  make  sure  it 
was  empty,  and  Agassi  was  arrested 
on  Wednesday  night.  The  pair  re- 
enacted the  crime  yesterday,  police 
told  the  court.

Bus-bombing  probe  continues 


ASHDOD  (Itim).  — A special  team 
of  Lachish  sub-district  police  in- 
vestigators is  continuing  its  probe 
into  Wednesday's  bus  bombing 
here,  in  which  three  persons  were 
killed  and  eight  wounded. 

The  commander  of  the  sub- 
district yesterday  refused  to  com- 
ment on  remarks  made  in  a Kol 
Yisrael  radio  interview  by  Southern 
Police  District  commander  Nitzav 
Yehoshua  Caspi,  who  said  the 
police  were  checking  the  possibility 
that  the  bombing  was  not 


perpetrated  by  terrorists. 

Noting  that  an  examination  of  the 
grenade  fragments  had  found  that 
the  grefiade  used  in  the  explosion 
was  of  a type  used  by  the  Israel 
Defence  Forces,  Lachish  com- 
mander Nitzav-Mishne  Avraham 
Malka  said:  “The  police  always  in- 
vestigate all  the  possibilities  in  every 
incident,  and  at  this  stage  it's  too 
early  to  determine  things  clearly.” 

The  booby-trapped  grenade  was 
hidden  in  a shopping  basket  near

Buses  in  Jerusalem,  trucks  in  Tel  Aviv 

Citrus  farmers  plan  protests  Sunday

TEL  AVIV,  — Citrus  farmers  and 
other,  people,  who  earn,  their 
livelihoods  from  the  citrus  industry 
will  stage  a two-part  demonstration 
on  Sunday  to  protest  against  the 
government’s  failure  to  compensate 
them  for. their  recent  losses  on  ex- 
ports. 

In  -addition  to  the  farmers,  the 
demonstrators  will  include  citrus 
pickers,  packing-house  workers, 
port  workers  and  truckers. 

An  estimated  3,000  people  are  ex- 
pected to  travel  in  50  to  60  buses  to 


Jerusalem  to  demonstrate  outside 
the  Prime  Minister's  Office,  the. 
Agriculture  Ministry  and  the 
Finance  Ministry.  The  organizers 
refused  to  specify  the  time  of  the 
protest  or  the  route  of  the  buses. 

About  50  to  60  citrus-loaded 
trucks  will  pass  through  Tel  Aviv, 
bedecked  with  large  signs  explain- 
ing the  demonstration.  Again  die 
route  of  the  trucks  or  the  time  they 
will  travel  was  not  disclosed. 

A National  Police  -spokesman 
reported  that  the  truck  drivers  had 
been  granted  a permit  to 
demonstrate  In  Tel  Aviv.  “But  they 


have  been  firmly  warned  that  they 
are  not  permitted  to  cause  any  traf- 
fic jams  or  clog  main  arteries  of 
transportation,"  he  added. 

The  spokesman  added,  however, 
that  the  police  will  have  extra  forces 
on  duty  to  keep  the  roads  clear,  it 
was  pointed  out  that  Tel  Aviv  is  in- 
capable of  having  50  to  60  trucks 
pass  through  the  city,  one  after  the 
other,  at  the  same  time.

Two  Sabbath  rallies  in  Petah  Tikva

PETAH  TIKVa.  — Demonstrations  lor  and  against 
the  opening  of  commercial  entertainment  places  in 
this  town  • in  Shabhai  and  other  Jewish  holy  days  will 
begin  tonight  and  continue  until  Sunday  evening. 
Mayor  Do\  Taxori.  who  decided  in  “open"  the  town  on 
the  Jewish  holy  days,  has  been  notified  by  Assistant 
Attorney -General  Ynram  Bar-Sela  that  as  the  law 
stands,  the  opening  of  cinemas  on  the  Jewish  Sabbath  is 
prohibited. 

In  a letter  to  Taxori,  Bar-Sela  staled  that  the  by-law 
allowing  opening  of  businesses  on  the  Sabbath,  approved 
by  the  Petah  Tikva  City  Council,  has  not  been  approved 
hy  the  interior  minister.  A previous  by-law  regulating 
the  opcrruii'ii  of  businesses  and  forbidding  their  opera- 
tion mi  the  Sabbath  is  siill  valid,  he  said. 

Referring  to  ihe  municipality's  encouragement  ol  the 

opening  ol  the  Hcchal  Cinema  on  Friday  nights.  Bar- 
Sdu  noted  that  the  mayor  and  municipality  should 
adhere  to  ihe  law  and  set  an  example  in  keeping  the  law. 
" \v  lung  as  ihe  amendment  to  the  by-law  is  not  in  ef- 
fect. I expect  ihtf  municipality  iu  keep  its  own  laws. 


Violating  the  law  by  violent  behaviour  on  the  part  of 
those  opposed  to  opening  ihe  cinema  must  not  serve  as 
justification  for  continuing  to  operate  the  cinema  in 
violation  of  the  existing  by-law."  Bar-Sela  wrote. 

The  left-wing  Mapam  youth  organization  is  staging  a 
rock  concert,  with  the  Benzine  rock  group  and  singers 
Yehudit  Ravitz  and  Danny  Litani.  as  part  of  their 
demonstration  outside  City  Hall  this  evening  in  support 
of  Tmori'x  decision.

Labour  chairman  promises  paper  on  party-Histadrut  relations 

Political  unit  backs  Peres  solidly

TEL  AVIV.  — The  Labour  Party's 
political  bureau  yesterday  un- 
animously agreed  to  party  chairman 
Shimon  Peres'  statement  promising 
an  early  proposal  on  how  to  solve 
outstanding  problems  in  party- 
Histadrut  relations.  But  Peres  made 
sure  he  first  spoke  to  all  sides  in  the 
dispute  over  the  suicide  of  Bank 
Hapoalim  chief  Ya’acov  Levinson 
and  get  their  agreement  to  his 
proposal.  A debate  might  have  been 
acrimonious. 

Yesterday's  meeting  was  the  first 
since  Levinson’s  funeral.  Last 
week's  meeting  was  postponed  to 
avoid  a potentially  harmful  debate. 

Peres  had  been  holding  intensive 
talks  with  representatives  of  nearly 
every  opinion  in  the  party  for  the 
past  two  weeks,  in  an  effort  to  avoid 
a showdown  between  those  wbo 
blame  Histadrut  Secretary-General 
Yeroham  Meshel  for  the  Levinson 


affair  and  who  want  his  early 
removal  from  office,  the  setting  up 
of  an  inquiry  commission  into  the 
affair  and  the  tightening  of  Labour 
Party  control  over  the  Histadrut, 
and  between  those  who  reject  these 
demands. 

Peres'  promised  paper  wdl  be 
drafted  “in  the  not  too  distant 
future”  and  will  deal  with 
Histadrut-party  relations.  Peres  said 
yesterday  that  while  the  Histadrut  is 
independent  of  the  party,  there  is  a 
question  of  the  status  of  the  party's 
representatives  who  hold  top  posi- 
tions in  Histadrut  intstitutions.  His 
paper  will  also  address  itself  to  the 
right  of  an  officeholder  in  a 
Histadrut  institution  to  raise  any 
question  he  deems  appropriate  and 
to  seek  discussion  of  the  question. 

The  need  to  differentiate  between 
the  Histadrut’s  elected  officials  and 
their  obligation  to  the  Labour  Party 
and  between  the  holders  of  ex- 
ecutive office  in  the  same  Histadrut 
institution  will  also  be  taken  up. 


Talks  with  Arafat  were 
successful,  says  Hussein 


AMMAN  (AP).  — King  Hussein 
said  in  an  interview  published 
yesterday  that  his  talks  with  PLO 
chief  Yasser  Arafat  were  a success 
and  that  Jordan  did  not  expect  to 
negotiate  alone  on  behalf  of  the 
Palestinian  people  with  Israel. 

The  interview,  conducted  on 
Wednesday  night,  was  the  first  time 
Hussein  had  commented  publicly 
on  his  five  days  of  talks  last  week 
with  Arafat.  The  talks  came  10 
months  after  an  earlier  dialogue 
broke  up  because  Arafat  could  not 
muster  enough  support  for  Hussein 
to  negotiate  on  behalf  of  the  Palesti- 
nians. 

In  the  interview,  with  three  senior 
Jordanian  newspaper  editors,  the 
king  also  said  the  U.S.  has  not 
“stood  by  its  responsibilities"  in  the 
Middle  East  since  1967. 

The  Jordanian  monarch  told  the 
editors  of  the  three  main  dailies  in 
Amman  — Al-Rai.  .41-Destour  and 
A-Shaab  — that  Jordan  and  the  PLO 
will  go  to  other  Arab  countries  for 
their  "blessing  and  support"  on  the 


Palestinian  problem. 

He  said  Jordan  and  the  PLO  will 
not  ask  other  Arab  countries  for 
“an  initiative,"  but  noted  it  would 
be  unrealistic  "to  believe- that  any 
single  Arab  country  will  negotiate 
alone  with  Israel  for  a solution  to 
the  Palestinian  problem." 

He  said  Jordan  did  not  intend  to 
take  the  place  of  the  PLO  or 
negotiate  alone  with  Israel. 

Hussein  said  meanwhile  that  he 
hoped  President  Amin  Jemayel's 
cancellation  of  the  May  17 
Lebanese-Israeli  accord  would  be 
an  impetus  for  bringing  peace  to 
Lebanon.  The  pact  was  a ‘''peace 
treaty  in  all  but  name,”  he  said. 

The  king  added,  however,  that 
any  solution  to  the  Lebanese  crisis 
could  only  be  partial  until  Israel 
withdraws  its  troops  from  southern 
Lebanon.  He  criticized  the  U.S  for 
failing  to  get  Israel  to  pull  out  tbe 
troops  that  invaded  Lebanon  in 
June  1982  or  to  have  Israel  change 
its  policy  of  setting  up  Jewish  settle- 
ments “in  occupied  lands."

Shorter  sentence 
for  shooting  at  car 

The  Supreme  Court  yesterday 
reduced  from  39  to  30  months  the 
sentence  of  a Jewish  resident  of 
Judea  who  was  convicted  of 
shooting  at  a car  near  Hebron  last 
year.  He  is  Yisraei  Fuchs,  21,  a 
member  of  the  Kach  movement  and 
resident  of  El-Nakam  near  Hcro- 
. dion. 

At  the  same  time,  the  court  re- 
jected an  appeal  against  the  convic- 
tion of  Fuchs,  whose  lawyer,  Aharon 
Papo.  argued  that  in  the  course  of 
plea-bargaining  between  defence 
and  prosecution  during  the  district 
court  trial,  his  client  had  confessed 
to  facts  that  were  not  true. 

Justice  Dov  Levin,  with  Supreme 
Court  President  Meir  Sham  gar  and 
Justice  Moshe  Baisky  concurring, 
ruled  that  Fuchs  had  been  fully 
aware  of  the  meaning  of  his  words 
when  he  admitted  to  the  facts  of  the 
case:  that  he  shot  at  the  car,  driven 
by  a resident  of  Yalta  village,  after  it 
had  passed  him. 

Fuchs  alleged  that  the  driver  had 
tried  to  run  him  down,  and  that  he 
had  shot  to  prevent  him  from  get- 
ting away.  But  even  if  this  were 
true.  Levin  said,  noting  that  the 
lower  court  had  found  it  to  be  false, 
it  is  still  a grave  offence  to  shoot  at 
a dangerous  driver. 

Citizens  and  residents  of  Israel, 
he  said,  must  not  take  the  law  into 
their  own  hands,  neither  in  Israel 
proper  nor  in  the  administered  ter- 
ritories. 

The  court  agreed  to  shorten 
Fuch’s  total  sentence,  however,  by 
making  all  of  Ihfc  18-month  term  he 
was  given  for  illegal  possession  of  a 
weapon  run  concurrently  with  the 
30  months  he  received  for  the  more 
serious  charge  of  using  the  gun.  The 
district  court  had  ordered  only  half 
of  the  lesser  sentence  to  be  concur- 
rent with  the  longer  one.  (ltim) 


U.S.  court  lifts  ban 
on  Jewish  doctors 

HOUSTON  (AP).  — A federal 
judge  has  ordered  Baylor  College  of 
Medicine  to  drop  its  rule  barring 
Jewish  doctors  from  heart-surgery 
teams  travelling  to  Saudi  Arabia 
and  awarded  two  physicians  more 
than  S400,000  in  damages. 

U.S.  District  Judge  James 
Deanda  ruled  that  Baylor's 
“discrimination  against  Jews  was  in- 
tentional and  there  was  indifference 
and  insensitivity"  in  their  exclusion 
from  the  programme  with  the  King 
Faisal  Specialist  Hospital  and 
Research  Centre  in  Riyadh,  Saudi 
Arabia.” 

Drs.  Lawrence  Abrams  and 
Stuart. Linde  never  applied  for  the 
programme,  claiming  they  knew 
they  would  be  rejected.  Deanda 
awarded  Abrams,  now  chief 
anesthesiologist  with  the  State 
University  of  New  York,  SI 56,840  in 
actual  damages. 

He  awarded  Linde,  who  is  still  an 
anesthesiologist  at  Baylor,  548,982. 

Deanda  said  in  his  ruling  that  the 
two  lost  monetary  benefits  and  op-' 
portunities  to  expand  their  profes- 
sional skills. 

Deanda  found  Baylor  excluded 
Jewish  doctors  from  the  programme 
because  of  various  gleaned  impres- 
sions “to  the  effect  that  the  Saudis 
did  not  want  any  Jews  in  their 
country."

on  the  Islamic  University  of  Hebron 
last  summer.  In  that  attack,  which 
came  barely  a month  after  the  slay- 
ing of  Hebron  yeshiva  student 
Aharon  Gross,  three  persons  were 
killed  and  more  than  a dozen 
wounded. 

Police  sources  yesterday  in- 
dicated to  The  Post  that  there  were 
similarities  between  the  attack  on 
the  bus  and  the  university  slayings. 

Both  attacks  were  perpetrated  in 
daylight  and  both  were 
characterized  by  combat -style  field 
tactics,  the  use  of  automatic 
weapons,  and  a quick  escape  from 
the  scene. 

In  the  university  attack,  the  ter- 
rorists used  Kalashnikovs,  which 
have  so  far  not  been  found,  even 
though  the  police  and  the  army  con- 
ducted ballistics  tests  on  all  the 
registered  Kalashnikovs  in  the 
West  Bank. 

In  the  Ram  all  ah  shooting,  the  ter- 
rorists used  M-16s,  and  according  to 
unofficial  sources,  baliistsics  tests 
have  already  shown  that  weapons 
seized  when  the  suspects  were  cap- 
tured could  link  them  to  the  Ramal- 


lah  shooting. 

At  least  two  of  the  suspects  par. 
ticipated  in  the  group  suicide  thna 
during  the  final  days  of  the  Yurit 
withdrawal  in  April  1982,  and  have

. ^ . guarding  the  U.S.  Embassy  and 
'*  , training  the  Lebanese  Army.  . 

Next  week  the  landing  ship  USS 
' Fort  Snelling  is  due  for  a visit,  and 


more  Sixth.  Fleet  ships  arc  expected 
from  off  Beirut  throughout  the 
month. 

The  17,000-ton  Guam,  which  has 
-a  crew  of  700  and  carries  23 
helicopters,  has  been  at  sea  con- 
tinuously for  142  days,  since  they 
left  Norfolk,  Virginia  for  Grenada 
on  October  18,  her  commander. 
Captain  John  Quartermaster,  said. 

On  completion  of  the  visit  in 
Haifa,  the  Guam  will  return  to 
Beirut  .. 

Asked  about  their  Beirut  mission, 
Faulkner  said:  “We'd  have  liked  to 
come  away  with  hostilities  resolved 
and  the  political  situation  more 
evenly  tempered.  However,  we 
don’t  feel  in  any  way  that  the  job  we 
were  given  was  not  accomplished. 
We  certainly  carried  out  the  mission 
we  were  assigned.  Unfortunately 
.the  hostilities  are  still  going  on,"  he 
said.. 

■ His  men  were  “very  happy"  at 


the  opportunity  to  get  leave  after  so 
long  underground  or  on  board  ship. 
He  expects  that  they  will  shortly  be 
relieved  off  Beirut  by  another  unit. 

Quartermaster  and  Faulkner,  ac- 
companied by  the  assistant  U.S. 
naval  attache.  Commander  Ronald 
Wilcox,  visited  the  City  Hall  and 
met  Deputy  Mayor  Erich  Loeb  at 
noon. 

Earlier,  visiting  U.S.  Labour 
Secretary  Raymond  Donovan 
visited  the  battleship  USS  New 
Jersey,  which  ends  its  week’s  visit 
this  morning.  He  also  paid  a special 
call  to  the  Guam  on  his  way  to.the 
big  ship. 

Wilcox  expressed  appreciation  to 
the  Communications  Ministry 
which  installed  20  mobile  phones  in 
the  port,  to  enable  the  sailors  and 
marines  to  phone  home.

Anita 
Boydeni  herself  a keen,  horsewoman,  arranged  for  the 
ex-soldier  to  attend  a course  at  the  Finlow  Hill  Riding 


Slubles  in  Cheshire.  England,  which  specializes  in 
leaching  disabled  children  to  ride. 

Keich  gradually  regained  his  riding  skill,  even  lear- 
ning to  trot.  When  he  returned  home  to  Kibbutz  Eyal  in 
the  Sharon,  he  resumed  riding.  Bui  this  was  somewhat 
dangerous,  because  the  kibbutz  horses  were  not  suf- 
ficiently disciplined.

Anti-establishment  writers  blame  selves

TEL  AVIV.  — Some  of  the 
country's  anti-establishment  writers 
criticized  themselves  on  Wednesday 
night  at  a meeting  in  the  Mapam- 
spon sored  Tzavta  Club  here. 

Author  Haim  Be’er  said  that 
writers,  artists  and  cultural  institu- 
tions would  make  a greater  impact 
on  public  opinion  if  they  refused  to  - 
accept  funds  from  the  government 
or  to  work  for  it.  “At  the  beginning 
of  the  century,  when  ideas  were  ex- 
pressed on  poor  paper  with  broken 
.type,  the  people  believed  us.  Now, 
when  we  speak  against  the  es- 


tablishment they  don’t  take  us 
seriously,  because  we  take  money 
from  the  government,''  he  said. 

Yizhar  Srailansky  (S.  Yizhar)  said 
he  and  other  writers  should  not  limit 
themselves  to  “convincing  the  con- 
vinced.” We  should  emphasize  the 
values  of  the  individual,  humanism 
and  Zionism  and  not,  as  in  a recent 
Knesset  resolution,  sponsored  by 
Rabbi  Haim  Druckman  (Matzad), 
"the  values  of  the  Jewish  religion, 
the  people  and  the  state,"  he  said. 
“They  see  the  individual  as  subser- 
vient to  the  state.  We  see  the  state 
serving  the  individual.*’

Hr  were  brought  to  a specially 
sealed-off  area  in  the  *Eie- 
Saharonim  crater  from  the  Yotvata 
Biblical-wildlife  reservation  near 
Eilat.  Three  more  may  be  brought 
there. later  this  year. 

The  herd  is  scheduled  to  remain 
in  the  fold  for  three  or  four  months 
before  being  set  free  in  the  reserve, 
Ilani  said.  He  added  that  there  are 
plans  to  bring  10  more  onagers  next 
winter. 


“We  don’t  want  to  keep  them  un- 
der artiflical  conditions,”  he  said.

Work  starts  on  largest  amusement  park

Work  began  this  week  on  what 
will  be  one  of  the  biggest  outdoor 
popular  tourism  centres  in  the 
country,  asurfside  amusement  park 
on  the  northeastern  shore  of  Lake 
Kinneret. 

Under  construction  as  a joint 
venture  by  five  Golan  Heights 
moshavim,  the  park  will  be  com- 
pleted in  about  eight  months.  The 
67-dunam  project  required  an  initial 
investment  of  $2,700,000.  This  has 
been  approved  by  the  Tourism 
Ministry,  which  will  underwrite 
favourable-term  loans  of  up  to  60 
per  cent  of  the  investment.  The  pro- 
ject is  being  built  on  state-owned 
land. 


Among  the  facilities  available  for 
visitors  — who  will  come  mainly  on 
Saturdays  — will  be  swimming 
pools,  a “dodgem-dinghy"  pond  for 
colliding  power  boats,  water- 
toboganning  equipment  and  a land- 
to-water  slides  60  metres  long  by  15 
metres  high. 

Later,  the  project  will  be  ex- 
panded by  the  establishment  of  a 
holiday  cabin  resort  including 
waterfront  camping  sites. 

The  five  moshavim  sponsoring 
the  project  are  Givat  Yo'av,  Neot 
Golan.  Ani  Am,  Eliad  and  Maale 
Gamla.  The  formal  name  of  the 
organization  executing  the  work  is 
Hof  Golan  Tourism  and  Resort  Ser- 
vices, Limited.

Burg  decries  society’s  growing  violence

TEL  AVIV.  — An  atmosphere  in- 
creasingly conducive  to  violence 
has  developed  in  Israel  during  the 
past  few  years.  Interior  and 
Religious  Affairs  Minister  Yosef 
Burg  said  at  the  opening  of  a new 
section  of  the  police  detention 
centre  at  Abu  Kabir  yesterday.  He 
mentioned  Emil  Grunzweig’s 
murder  last  year,  the  attack  on  the 
Arab  bus  this  week,  and  “those  who 
wanted  to  destroy  the  Temple 
Mount"  as  examples  of  the  growing 
violence. 

Denouncing  violence  for  any 
cause.  Burg  said  the  violent  at- 
mosphere is  reflected  in  the  number 
of  criminal  files  at  police  stations.

Teachers  object  to  new  regulations

The  regulations  will  permit  prin- 
cipals to  decide  independently  the 
dates  of  opening  and  closing  the 
school  year,  dates  of  vacations, 
what  subjects  w31  be  taught  and 
their  distribution  throughout  the 
school  year. 

Union  secretary-general  Amnon 
Abrahamson  said  the  proposed 
system  could  lead  to  the  disap- 
pearance of  entire  subjects  from  the 
curriculum.  # . 

f Representatives  of  the  Secondary 
School  Teachers'  Association, 
however,  told  Education 'Minister 
Zevulun  Hammer  they  like  the  idea 


but  asked  that  the  ministry's 
Pedagogical  Council,  and  not  the 
principal  alone,  have  the  right  to 
decide. 

In  response.  Hammer  said  that  no 
further  changes  in  the  matriculation 
(bagrut)  examinations  will  be  made 
without  the  participation  of  the 
high -school  teachers. 

The  association  took  the  oppor- 
tunity of  the  meeting  with  the 
minister  to  warn  him  that  they  will 
feel  free  to  take  action  if  the  salary 
raises  promised  by  the  Etzioni  Com- 
mittee are  not  paid.

MKs  asked  to  better  defence-loan  terms 


TEL  AVIV.  - The  Knesset  House 
Committee  will  be  asked  next  week 
to  facilitate  immediate  discussion  of 
a draft  bill  to  change  the  terms  of 
the  redemption  of  the  Compulsory 
Defence  Loan-1971,  if  Finance 
Minister  Yigal  Cohen-Orgad  con- 
tinues to  refuse  to  do  so. 

The  bill  was  submitted  by  Shinui’s. 
Knesset  Member  Amnon  Rubin- 
stein, the  party’s  spokesman  said 
yesterday.  He  added  that  the 
finance  minister  said  it  would  be 
handled  like  any  other  bill  — that  it 
would  come  up  for  discussion  only 
after  60  days. 

Rubinstein  pointed  out  that  this 
would  cause  those  holding  these 
bonds  to  lose  between  50  and  75  per 
cent  of  their  value. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  Com- 
pulsory Defence  Loan- 1971.  linkage 


ended  in  December  1983,  but 
redemption  , extending  over  several 
months,  begins  only  next  month. 
Thus  everyone  would  lose  a part  of 
the  value  of  the  bonds  due  to  infla- 
tion. 

(When  the  law  governing  these 
bonds  was  passed,  inflation  was  not 
taken  into  account). 

Rubinstein's  bill,  which  must  be 
discussed  and  passed  immediately  to 
have  the  desired  effect,  would 
revise  the  terms  of  the  loan  so  that 
anyone  holding  the  bonds  would 
only  lose  one  month’s  linkage  — 
which  is  the  usual  practice  with  sav- 
ings schemes. 

The  House  Committee  can 
bypass  Cohen-Orgad’s  refusal  in 
bringing  the  bill  up  for  discussion 
and  possible  passage  without  his  ap- 
proval.

Sources  at 
the  Interior  Ministry,  however,  said 
the  council  does  have  money  to  pay 
salaries. 

Elmakias  said  the  debts  that  led 
to  the  partial  water  cut-off  and 
which  prevent  him  from  paying  the 
salaries  were  incurred  by  the 
previous  council.  He  will  not  take 
responsibility  for  such  debts,  he 
said.

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Iraq  seeks  Arab  parley  as  Iran  readies  offensive

ABU  DHABI  (APj.  - The  Uniied 
Arab  Emirates  was  reported  v ester- 
da)  to  have  spearheaded  consulta- 
tions with  other  Arab  states  over 
Iraq's  call  for  an  emergency  Arab 
foreign  ministers  conference  next 
Tuesday  in  the  Iraqi  capital. 

The  emirates  news  agency  W'AM 
said  the  consultations  were 
launched  after  Minister  of  Stale  for 
Foreign  Affairs  Hashed  Abdallah 
received  an  invitation  to  the  con- 
ference from  Iraqi  Foreign  Minister 
Tarek  Aziz. 

Aziz  first  made  the  call  for  the  ex- 
iraordiniir.  meeting  when  he 
received  Arab  League  secretary- 
general  Chadii  Klibi  or.  Wednesday, 
klibi  was  in  Baghdad  after  a tour  of 
several  Gulf  states  and  Syria,  where 
he  explored  prospects  of  a new  in- 
itiative for  ending  the  war  between 
Iraq  and  Iran,  now  in  its  42nd 
month. 

The  latest  flare-ups  in  the 
northern  Gulf  conflict  has 
heightened  Iraq's  demands  for  Arab 
assistance  within  the  framework  of 


the  pan-Arab  summit  resolutions. 

Iraq's  cal!  for  a meeting  of  foreign 
ministers  comes  amid  reports  that 
Iran  is  assembling  a half-million- 
strong  force  on  its  border  with  Iraq 
in  preparation  for  a battle  which 
some  observers  believe  could 
decide  the  outcome  of  the  war. 

Meanwhile  in  Baghdad,  a senior 
Iraqi  official  yesterday  denied  that 
Iraq  either  possessed  or  had  used 
chemical  weapons  in  the  Gulf  w ar, 
saying  its  conventional  might  was 
more  than  enough  to  blunt  any  Ira- 
nian offensive. 

"Iraq  does  not  need  chemical 
weapons.  We  have  weapons  of  mass 
destruction  that  arc  quite  capable  of 
wiping  out  these  human  waves." 
said  the  official,  who  asked  not  to 
be  named. 

Iraqi  President  Saddam  Hussein 
has  also  denied  Iranian  charges  that 

Iraq  had  used  internationally- 
banned  chemical  warfare  tactics  in 
recent  fighting.

Curfews  lilted  in  I 
despite  policeman’ 


NEW  DELHI  (Reuter).  — Curfews 
in  the  northern  Indian  stale  of  Pun- 
jab were  lifted  yesterday  despite  the 
killing  of  a policeman,  the  Press 
Trust  of  india  (PTI)  reported. 

The  news  agency  said  it  was  the 
first  lime -the  curfews  had  been 
[ified  since  the  latest  bout  of  com- 
munal violence  broke  out  nearly  a 
month  ago. 

More  than  70  persons  have  been 
killed  and  several  hundred  injured 
in  Sikh-Hindu  clashes  in  Punjab  and 
neighbouring  Haryana  slate. 

The  agency  said  three  gunmen, 
two  of  whom  were  identified  as 
Sikhs,  ambushed  a police  motorcy- 
cle patrol  Wednesday  night  near  the 
tow  n of  Patiala.  One  patrolman  died 


nn  his  way  to  hospital  and  a second 
was  wounded. 

The  attackers  then  wounded 
three  civilians,  two  of  them  serious- 
ly. when  they  stole  a scooter  to  es- 
cape. 

The  decision  to  lift  the  curfews 

was  taken  by  senior  Punjab  officials 
because  of  a steady  improvement  in 
the  security  situation  despite  the 
latest  attack,  PTI  added. 

The  Sikhs'  holy  city  of  Amritsar 
remained  tense  after  people  heard 
what  they  thought  was  a gunshot  in 
a city  hank  ye  stern  ay.  Paramilitary 
forces  cordoned  off  the  area  and 
several  shops  were  shut.  FT!  said 
police  failed  to  discover  the  source 
of  the  blast. 


HARARE.  Zimbabwe  (API.  — Ian

Charles  joins  fight  against  attacks  on  old 


LONDON  (AP).  — Prince  Charles 
on  Wednesday  pledged  funds  Trom 
two  charily  trusts  he  runs  in  a bid  to 
combat  what  he  says  is  a disturbing 
increase  in  attacks  on  elderly 
Britons  by  young  muggers. 

The  35-year-old  heir  to  the  throne 
promised  during  a visit  to  a youth 
centre  in  South  London's  depressed 
Bermondsey  district  to  provide 
money  from  the  Prince's  Trust  and 
the  Jubilee  Trust  to  help  build  more 
such  centres  and  fund  educational 
and  travel  projects  to  give  new  pur- 
pose to  young  offenders. 

It  was  the  second  time  in  two  days 


the  prince  expressed  concern  about 
attacks  on  old  people  by  the  young. 
Speaking  at  the  125th  anniversary  of 
the  Jewish  Welfare  Board  in 
London  on  Tuesday  night,  he  said 
recent  attacks  made  it  seem  the 
young  despise  the  old.  He  said 
"countless  hundreds"  of  attacks  on 
old  people  by  young  muggers  arc 
now  taking  place  in  Britain. 

He  did  not  say  how  much  cash  he 
intended  to  provide  through  the 
trusts.  But  an  official  of  the  Prince's 
Trust  said  it  had  nearly  £400,000  to 
spend  this  year  on  projects. 
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failure  of  their  latest  offensive,” 
Hussein  said  in  a speech  this  week. 

Iran  has  sent  wounded  soldiers  to 
the  West  for  treatment  for  what  it 
says  are  the  effects  of  poison  gas 
and  other  chemical  agents.  The 
United  States  has  backed  Iran's 
charges,  saying  the  evidence  in- 
dicated Iraq  had  used  chemical 
w capons. 

"They  make  a fuss  about  10  or  15 
alleged  gas  victims.  If  this  is 
humanitarian  concern,  why  have 
they  said  nothing  about  the  30.000 
Iranians  killed  in  the  last  10  days?” 
the  Iraqi  official  said. 

He  blamed  the  pro-Israeli  lobby 
in  the  United  States  for  the  U.S. 
charges  over  chemical  weapons. 

"The  Zionist  lobby  is  trying  to 
work  against  any  move  by  the 
United  States  towards  the  Arabs 
and  towards  settling  the  Gulf  War." 
he  said. 

Iraqi  forces  meanwhile  were  still 
battling  to  retake  the  oil-rich  Maj- 
noon  Island  in  the  marshlands  strad- 
dling the  southern  border. 

The  artificial  island,  built  to  ex- 
ploit billions  of  barrels  of  crude  oil 
reserves  lying  beneath  the 
wilderness  of  swamps  and  reed 
clumps,  was  seized  by  Iran  iast 
week. 


Japanese  politician 
attacked  in  hotel 
with  ashtray 

TOKYO  (Reuter).  — A man  at- 
tacked former  Japanese  Foreign 
Minister  Ki’ichi  Miyazawa  with  an 
ashtray  in  a Tokyo  hold  room 
yesterday  morning  and  then  tried  to 
kill  himself  with  a knife,  police  said. 

Miyazawa,  64.  was  rushed  to 
hospital,  where  a spokesman  said  he 
had  a three  small  cuts  on  his 
forehead  and  another  minor  injury 
to  the  right  arm. 

His  attacker,  whose  motive  was 
not  known,  was  taken  to  a police 
hospital  and  was  in  serious  condi- 
tion after  slabbing  himself,  police 
said. 

One  of  Miyazawa's  aides  said 
Miyazawa  met  the  man  alone  in  a 
third-floor  room  of  the  New  Otani 
Hotel  after  being  asked  to  go  to  the 
room,  ostensibly  for  a meeting  with 
a leader  of  a Buddhist  sect  which 
has  close  links  with  the  ruling  party. 

Miyazawa  is  a leading  challenger 
for  the  premiership  next  November 
when  the  president  of  the  ruling 
Libera!  Democratic  Party  comes  up 
for  re-election. 


Eagleburger  silent 
on  reports  that 
he  has  resigned 

WASHINGTON  (Reuter).  - 
Undersecretary  of  State  Lawrence 
Eagleburger  Wednesday  refused  to 
confirm  a report  that  he  has  submit- 
ted his  resignation,  but  said  if  he  did 
step  down  it  would  be  for  personal 
reasons. 

Answering  a question  follow  ing  a 
speech  to  members  of  the  National 
Newspaper  Association,  he  said: 
“Should  I leave  this  building  it 
would  be  for  personal  reasons,  no 
other." 

Eagleburger.  a career  diplomat 
and  third  ranking  official  at  the 
Slate  Department,  has  long  been 
expected  to  return  to  private  life. 

The  Washington  Post  said  yester- 
day that  he  had  submitted  his 
resignation  to  President  Ronald 
Reagan,  effective  on  May  !.  and 
would  be  replaced  by  Michael  Ar- 
macosi.  U.S.  ambassador  to  the 
Philippines.

Spain  and  France  in  fishing  dispute 


PARIS  ( Reuter ).  — A French 
patrol  boat’s  arrest  of  two  Spanish 
trawlers  fishing  illegally  tr.  Euro- 
vean  Community  waters,  in  which 
nine  people  were  hurt,  yesterday- 
threatened  to  seriously  damage 
Franco-Spanish  relations. 

Spain  demanded  an  explanation 
within  24  hours  and  said  the  inci- 
dent m the  Bay  of  Biscay  on 
Wednedsday  could  have  serious 
repercussions  for  relations  between 
the  two  countries. 

A French  government 
spokeswoman  said  nine  people  on 
the  trawlers  were  hurt,  iwo  serious- 
ly. when  the  patrol  boa:  fired  tear 
gas  grenades  while  trying  to  in- 
tercept the  Basque  vessels  160 
kilometres  off  the  French  coast. 

Navy  sources  said  the  patrol  boat 
first  asked  the  trawlers  to  stop,  ard 
when  they  failed  to  do  so  fired 
several  warning  machir.s-gun  snots 
across  their  bows. 

The  tear  gas  was  fired  on  to  the 
ships  to  put  down  resistance  by  the 
crews  to  a French  Navy  boarding 
party,  they  said. 

A Spanish  fishing  radio  station 
said  in  San  Sebastian  that  some 
shipowners  were  proposing  that  the 
B asque  fishing  fleet  should  sail 
towards  the  French  coast  in  a show 
of  proLesL  but  whether  this  was  like- 
ly could  not  immediately  be  con- 
firmed. 

The  French  External  Relations 
Ministry  said  it  had  summoned 
Spanish  Ambassador  Joan  Revemos 
and  told  him  it  deplored  the  fact 
that  despite  repeated  warnings  to 
Madrid  the  trawlers  were  fishing  il- 
k'Gallv  and  had  refused  to  submit  to 


navy  controls. 

In  Madrid  Foreign  Minister  Fer- 
nando Moran  summoned  French 
Ambassador  Pierre  Guidoni  to  de- 
mand an  explanation.  Officials  said 
he  told  Guidoni  that  “the  lack  of  a 
(fishing)  licence  does  not  justify  the 
use  of  arms  against  vessels  From  a 
friendly  country." 

A Foreign  Ministry  communique 
said:  “The  use  of  violence  against 
’.he  Spanish  ships  was  an  act  that 
was  very  hard  to  justify  and  could 
have  serious  repercussions  in  rela- 
tions between  Spain  and  France." 

The  French  Secretariat  of  Stale 
for  Marine  Affairs  said  the  two  crew 
members  badly  hurt  by  tear  gas 
crcnades  had  been  picked  up  by  a 
French  helicopter  and  taken  ashore 
for  treatment.

becomes  less  cogent,  and  the  theory 
that  Shamir  evidently  just  doesn't 
want  David  Levy  as  his  foreign 
minister  becomes  ever  more  con- 
vincing. 

But  Levy  manages  to  stay,  aloof, 
to  brazen  it  out.  After  all,  he  has 
several  objective  advantages  on  his 
side:  his  relative  youth,  his  wide 
popularity,  his  salt-of-the-earth 
origins  and  image,  and,  perhaps 
above  all,  his  remarkable  knack  of 
basking  in  the  government's  succes- 
ses while  emerging  radiant  and  un- 
sullied from  its  failures. 

IF  THIS  is  what  his  fellow  ministers 
' have  against  him,  they've  got  a 
point  Loyalty  is  not  his  strongest 
virtue.  The  doctrine  of  collective 
^c^lnj^refppnsiiyiity , ii . not  his 
credo,  or  at  least  hot  his  practice. 

Thus  on  economics  he  says  sage- 
ly: “No  one  has  yet  been  able  to 
produce  an  objectively  balanced 
economic  blueprint.  Any  economic 
policy  contains  weaknesses.. ..I  still 
haven't  found  the  approach  that 


has  the  prospect  of  giving  us  the 
best  mix  [between  budget  cuts  and 
social  justice]." 

And  on  Shamir’s  and  Finance 
Minister  Yigal  Cohen-Orgad’s 
pledges  that  there  will  not  be  large- 
scale  unemployment  as  a result  of 
cuts  in  public  spending,  David  Levy 
says,  “I  want  to  see  how  it  works  out 
in  practice.” 

Hardly  the  ringing  expressions  of 
faith  and  commitment  that'  the 
finance  minister  might  expect  — 
and  desperately  needs  at  this 
delicate  juncture  — from  the 
deputy  premier  (who,  for  reasons 
still  unexplained,  himself  refused  to 
shoulder  the  onerous  burden  of  run- 
ning the  Treasury). 

Dutifully  he  rehearses  the 
government's  economic  goals:  a 
curb  on  living  standards,  a whittling 
down  of  the  public  service,  some 
slowdown  in  domestic  economic  ac- 
tivity. “But  the  question  is  how  far 
you  go.  At  what  point  do  you 
stretch  things  too  far,  cause  an  ex- 


plosion, and  have  to  compensate 
everyone  — which  brings  you  back 
10-square  one.” 

He  supports  reductions  and 
restrictions  “in  theory.”  “But  are 
they  practical?”  he  asks. 

With  similarly  deft  footwork  he 
skips  around  the  episode  of  Yoram 
Aridor’s  ‘election  economics.' 
“Hand  on  ray  heart,"  says  David 
Levy,  *i  never  knew  of  such  a thing; 
there  was  no  such  thing  as  an 
economic  policy  designed  especial- 
ly for  the  elections.  There  was  just  a 
certain  flexibility  — all  parties  in 
power  do  it.  There  is  no  democracy 
on  earth  where  the  government 
doesn't  try  to  find  favour  in  the  eyes 
of  the  public  (which  elections  come 
round):  It  would  be  disingenuous  to 
pretend  that  it  isn’t  so. 

“But  I would  never  support  ‘elec- 
tion economics'  as  such.”

policy.  Levy  added:  “We  are  out  to 
bring  down  wages,  in  real  terms.  But 
the  big  question  is,  how  far  do  you 
go? 

“Prime  Minister  Shamir  has  stated 
time  and  again  that  this  government 
is  dead  set  against  deliberate  unem- 
ployment as  a cure  for  an  economic 
ill.  Yet,  how  far  can  you  reduce 
economic  activity  - in  the  fight 
against  inflation  - without  bringing 
on  mass  joblessness?” 

Levy  described  the  government’s 
subsidy  programme  as  “very  impor- 
tant, since  our  entire  wage  structure 
and  welfare  assistance  programme  is 
closely  and  directly  related  “to  the 
level  of  food  and  public  transport 
subsidies.  If  we  rescind  the  subsidy 


will  be  directly  responsible  for  feed- 
ing the  flames  of  inflation,”  he 
stated. 

IN  REPLY  to  a question.  Levy  de- 
nied that  there  is  such  a thing  as  “an 
election  year  economic  policy...

ing  Minister)  he  has  made  available

“The  reports  of  such 
shortages  originate  in  the  Ministry  of 
Immigrant  Absorption,  where  the 
Housing  Ministry’s  progress  some- 
how bothers  people.  ” 


country.  It  proved  incapable  of 
meeting  this  challenge.  Israel  was" 
faced  with  the  option  of  maintaining 
the  Jemaye!  regime  in  power  by 
means  of  the  IDF  — which  in  my 
view  would  have  been  absolutely 
wrong  for  us  to  do.  We  declined  to 
do  it. 

“As  a result,  Amin  Jemaye!  had 
to  go  to  Canossa  — that  is,  to 
Damascus. 

“Now  with  the  agreement  gone 
we  have  to  consider  what  to  do 
next,  where  to  deploy.  Not  neces- 
sarily on  the  present  line.  The 
military  people  must  come  forward 
with  proposals  and  alternatives.  The 
purpose  should  be  not  to  stay  stuck 
among  a hostile  civifian  population. 
And  at  the  same  time  we  should  be 
able  to  deter  (acts  of  terrorism),  to 
prevent  them  — and  if  need  be  to 
strike  back. 

“The  cabinet  must  resolve  this 
matter,  in  my  opinion  — soon.  It  is 
simplistic  to  think  that  we  can  just 
pull  out  of  Lebanon  together. 


There  has  to  be  a middle  course, 
providing  a minimum  of  danger  for 
our  troops  and  a maximum  of 
potential  to  deter  and  to  react.” 

DAVID  LEVY’S  image  as  a war 
hero  — in  the  eyes  of  the  growing 
number  of  Israelis  who  realize  that 
the  war  was  a disaster  — is  justified 
in  part,  and  in  part  it  is  the  product 
of  some  fancy  footwork  again. 

His  responsible  and  admirable 
conduct  at  that  ill-fated,  fateful 
cabinet  meeting  of  September  16, 
the  night  the  Phalanges  entered  the 
camps,  is  fully  documented,  and 
deservedly  praised,  in  the  Kahan 
Commission  report. 

Even  before  that,  during  the 
phoney  war  of  July  and  the  bloody 
bombardments  of  August,  Levy  ex- 
pressed his  sincere  and  profound 
reservations  over  the  way  things 
were  going.  He  was  not  deterred 
even  by  upbraidings  and  icy 
hostility  from  Menachem  Begin. 

That  took  guts,  and  Levy  showed 
he  had  guts. 

But  Levy  awoke  only  when  the 
going  got  rough.  The  record  — and 
it  is  now  documented  in  books  — 
shows  him  to  have  been  as 
enthusiastic  as  the  others  over  the 
initial  war  decision,  which  in  the 
light  of  hindsight  seems  so  short- 
sighted and  misconceived.  And  he 
was  apparently  as  gullible  as  the 
others  when  Sharon  turned  the  48- 
hour  campaign  into  one  man's  war. 

Yes,  he  is  an  attractive  and  ap- 
pealing personality,  and  be  may  yet 
rise  higher  still  in  Israeli  leadership.

Sarah  Honig  tries 
to  get  a hold  on  recent 
developments  in  the 
political-religious  camp. 
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IN  THE  old  fable  the  seven  blind 
men  could  not  agree  on  how  to 
describe  an  elephant. 

The  one  who  felt  the  animal's  leg 
concluded  that  the  elephant  was  like 
a tree  trunk.  Another's  hands 
touched  the  body  and  he  likened  it  to 
a wall. 

The  one  who  grasped  the  trunk 
said,  an  elephant  was  a snake-like 
creature.  Tlie  ear  gave  the  impress- 
ion of  something  akin  to  a rug,  the 
tail  was  like  rope,  and  so  on. 

In  our  political  never-never  land 
things  were  not  so  different  this 
week,  as  just-resigned  MK  Han  an 
Porat  - only  recently  of  the  Tehiya  - 
and  those  seasoned  and  shrewd  king- 
pins of  the  NRP’s  Lamifne  faction 
described  the  agreement  they  are 
negotiating.  Only  in  their  case  it  was 
not  even  always  certain  that  they 
were  indeed  speaking  of  the  same 
elephant,  though  they  claimed  they 
were. 

Porat’s  elephant  is  a pure  but 
resolute  newborn,  full  of  altruistic 
fervour  and  idealistic  energy,  ready 
to  take  on  the  world  and  stake  his 
claim  to  territory.  But  in  Lamifne 
the  elephant  is  an  old-timer  who  has 
seen  better  days  and  is  seeking  to 
prolong  its  life,  renew  its  youthful 
vigour  and  ward  off  adversaries  by 
gathering  its  prodigal  offspring  to  its 
side. 

Porat  speaks  of  a new  party,  with  a 
new  name  and  headquarters,  and  a 
radically  different  platform  and  slate 
of  candidates.  But  in  Lamifne  the 
notion  of  giving  up  the  NRP’s  old 
name  and  identity,  of  moving  its 
headquarters,  relinquishing  its  real 
estate  and  other  political  holdings 
and  overhauling  the  manifesto  is 
scoffed  at. 


THE  PORAT-LAM1FNE  deal 
has  been  in  the  making  for  many 
months,  primarily  because  of  the 
NRP's  bloody  internecine  battles. 
The  two  principal  rival  factions  - 
Lamifne,  beaded  by  Interior  Minis- 
ter Dr.  Yosef  Burg,  and  the  Renewal 
faction  led  by  Education  Minister 
Zevulun  Hammer- were  both  court- 
ing any  and  every  group  or  indi- 
vidual who  broke  away  from  the 
once- powerful  NRP.  The  aim  was 
not  so  much  to  rehabilitate  the  old 
party  as  to  augment  the  strength  of 
each  warring  faction  vis-a-vis  the 
other. 

Anyone  who  was  ever  associated 
with  the  NRP  became  the  target  of 
what  should  really  be  called  a mobi- 
lization drive.  Tami,  two  of  whose 
leaders  - Aharon  Abuhatzeira  and 
Ben-Zion  Rubin  - are  still  nominally 
NRP  members,  was  eagerly  wooed, 
althoughit  is  so  peeved  at  Burg  and 
his  allies  that  the  Hammer  faction 
seems  a likelier  match.  Prof.  Avner 
Sdaky,  another  of  the  NRP’s  one- 
time Sephardi  leaders,  is  willing  to 
team  up  with  Hammer,  provided  he 
has  nothing  to  do  with  Abuhatzeira. 

The  NRP’s  Likud  Utmura  faction, 
lieaded  by  former  religious  affairs 
minister  .Yitzhak  Raphael  and  for- 
mer MK  David  Glass,  also  became  a 
much-desired  ally  in  the  internal 
muscle-building  contest.  The  Ham- 
mer faction  is  favoured  by  two  Likud 
Utmura  powerbrokers  - Asher  Lari- 
mi  and  Haim  Basok.  But  Glass  has 
reportedly  already  worked  out  a deal 
with  Lamifne  strongman  Raphael 
Ben-Natan,  which  would  guarantee 
him  a safe  slot  on  the  NRP  slate  of 
candidates  for  the  11th  Knesset. 

But  perhaps  most  sought  after 
were  Han  an  Porat,  one  of  the  lead- 
ers of  Gush  Emunim,  who  bolted

from  the  NRP  to  join  Tehiya,  and 
Rabbi  Haim  Druckman.  who  broke 
away  to  set  up  the  equ ally-hawkish 
Matzad.  The  two.  it  was  reckoned  by 
each  of  the  brawling  factions,  could 
attract  the  backing  of  many 
thousand  of  estranged  and  alienated 
NRP  supporters  who  came  to  doubt 
the  party's  commitment  to  the  ter- 
ritorial integrity  of  Eretz  Yisrael  and 
to  the  settlement  drive.  The  loss  of 
their  votes  is  thought  to  have  sub- 
stantially contributed  to  the  halving 
of  the  NRP's  Knesset  representation 
from  12  to  only  six  MKs  after  the 
1981  elections. 

Any  faction  that  wins  over  Porat 
and  Druckman  would  be  able  to 
claim  moral  and  idealistic  assets  with 
a vote-getting  potential  that  cannot 
be  rivalled  bv  the  other  side. 


THE  INITIAL  moves  were  made  by 
Ben-Natan,  who  approached  Druck- 
man,  whose  Matzad  was  not  a little 
disappointed  by  the  results  of  the  last 
municipal  elections.  His  sales  pitch 
was  that  he  was  not  asking  Druck- 
man  to  join  the  same  party  he  broke 
away  from,  but  a renewed  political 
entity,  perhaps  a totally  new  crea- 
tion. Druckman  then  approached 
Porat,  with  Lamifne  MK  Avraham 
Melamed  later  taking  an  active  part 
in  the  talks. 

Since  this  was  essentially  a faction- 
al enterprise  in  which  Porat  and 
Druckman  - wittingly  or  not  entirely 
so  - participated.  Hammer  and  his 
supporters  were  kept  totally  out  of 
the  picture.  The  whole  operation 
was  to  be  steeped  in  secrecy, 
although  in  the  special  world  of  the 
NRP,  secrecy  is  only  a relative  term. 
It  was  dear  to  all  that  Lamifne  was 
making  overtures  to  Porat  and 
Druckman.  What  was  not  clear  was 
just  how  far  things  had  gone.  It  is  still 
not  clear.  It  is  not  known  what  was 
agreed  to.  or  even  what  the  sides 
really  talked  about. 

Burg  and  Ben-Natan  readily  and 
proudly  explain  that  with  the  best 
interests  of  the  party  in  mind,  they 
were  out  to  bring  the  NRP’s  lost  sons 
to  its  bosom.  Not  so.  counter  Porat 
and  Druckman,  with  vehemence  and 
alacrity.  We  are  not  going  back  to 
the  NRP,  rehabilitated  or  not.  they 
maintain.  We  have  only  agreed  to 
join  the  effort  to  set  up  an  entirely 
new  party. 

The  NRP  in  its  old  glory  is  the  goal 
of  Burg  and  his  men. But  even 
memories  of  the  NRP  in  its  heyday 
are  anathema  to  the  would-be  new 
partners.  They  will  not  even  hear  of 
a neo-NRP  ready  to  team  up  with 
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either  of  the  major  parties  if  the 
price  is  right.  Theirs  must  be  a new, 
unequivocaliy-principled  and  very 
nationalist  party,  whose  ultimate 
political  route  would  be  in  no  doubt. 

Their  party  is  hardly  likely  to 
renew  the  “historic  partnership” 
with  Labour  in  view  of  the  Align- 
ment’s ideas  of  territorial  comprom- 
ise and  its  stated  willingness  to  cede 
most  of  Judea  and  Samaria.  But  a 
renascent  alliance  with  Labour  is 
perhaps  one  of  Ben-Natan  and 
Melamed's  fondest  wishes  - next  to 
defeating  Hammer,  that  is. 


PORAT  and  Druckman  have 
announced  that  the  platform  of  the 
new  party  would  stress  opposition  to 
any  territorial  concessions  in  Judea, 
Samaria  and  Gaza.  It  would  advo- 
cate annexing  these  territories  and 
spurring  on  the  settlment  drive.  In 
Lamifne  the  opinion  is  that  the  less 
said  about  the  party's  policy  gide-. 
lines  for  the  time  being,  the  better. ' 
The  astute  Lamifne  veterans  know 
foil  well  that  the  question  of  the 
platform  is  a political  time-bomb, 
and  the  longer  attempts  to  handle  it 
are  put  off,  foe  better  the  chances  for . 
foe  entire  venture. 

But  without  going  into  details, 
they  themselves  make  it  dear  that 
the  religious  version  of  Tehiya  which 
Porat  and  Druckman  envision  is  out 
of  the  question  as  far  as  they  are 
concerned.  There  is  nothing  wrong 
with  the  old  NRP  as  it  once  was.  they 
say.  Burg  indeed  stated  that  the 
party  would  not  espouse  a dear-cut 
political  ideology.  It  will  be  pluralis- 
tic and  include  many  views,  with  the 
one  unifying  factor  being  religion. 
Ben-Natan  went  further:  “Eretz  Yis- 
rael  will  not  be  the  paramount  con- 
cern of  the  party.  It  will  focus  on 
spiritual  and  sodal  issues.” 

This  may  suit  such  outspoken 
doves  as  himself,  Melamed  or  Glass, 
but  it  is  not  what  Druckman  and 
Porat  dream  about.  Porat  very  expli- 
citly says  that  what  propelled  him 
out  of  Tehiya  was  not  any  argument 
with  its  ideology,  but  rather  the 
desire  to  attract  religious  Jewry  to  it 
and  unite  it  in  a new,  vibrant, 
religious-nationalist  mass  move- 
ment. He  wants  to  achive  Tehiya’s 
ends  by  more  efficient  means. 
Tehiya,  he  argues,  is  doing  well,  but 
be  is  tormented  by  foe  disarray  and 
disintegration  of  the  religious  camp, 
and  wants  to  rebuild  it.  Porat  was 
always  described  by  Gush  Emunim 
colleagues  as  agonized  and  pained 
over  his  original  decision  to  walk  out 
of  the  NRP  to  join  a movement  that 


was  composed  of  religious  and  secu- 
lar elements. 

Porat,  whom  some  regard  as  the 
last  moralist  in  politics  and  whom 
others  depict  as  an  innocent  babe  in 
the  political  woods,  genuinely  wants 
to  see  a new  party  rise  out  of  what  be 
considers  the  ashes  of  the  NRP.  He 
wants  to  start  over  from  scratch  and 
has  even  come  up  with  a new  name 
for  the  yet- to-be-born  party  - Orot 
(lights).  Others  in  his  camp  are  talk- 
ing about  Tora  and  Zion.  But  the  old 
Lamifne  hands  are  shaking  their 
beads.  To  give  up  your  name  is  to 
give  up  your  political  assets,  they 
note. 


PORAT  AND  Druckman  are  also 
out  to  wipe  clean  the  slate  of  candi- 
dates for  the  next  Knesset  elections. 
According  to  their  version,  Bnrg  and 
Hammer  will  no  longer  get  top  bill- 
ing. As  the  Porat-Druckman  side  has 
it,  they  were  promised  that  Orot 
would  be  run  by  an  executive,  half  of 
which  would  be  composed  of  Gush 
Emunim  and  Matzad  representa- 
tives, with  the  other  half  drawn  from 
what  is  today  foe  NRP.  This  would 
be. foe  compositibri  of  laU,  party; 
forums."  ~ f- 

These  in  turn  would  choose  the  list' 
of  Knesset  candidates  and  put  new 
men  at  the  top.  According  to  this 
version,  they  would  all  be  hawks 
from  the  Gush,  Matzad  and  related 
circles.  The  first  four  on  the  new  list 
would  indude  Kiryat  Shmona’s  chief 
rabbi,  Zefania  Drori,  Porat,  Yosef 
Sbapira  of  Matzad,  and  Druckman. 
Lamifne  would  get  only  the  fifth  slot 
and  the  best  Hammer  could  hope  for 
would  be  seventh  place. 

But  such  a scenario  is  hardly  what 
the  powers- that-be  in  Lamifne  have 
in  mind.  They  dismiss  out  of  hand  all 
talk  that  Burg  has  finally  stated  his 
readiness  to  retire.  In  a non- 
committal way  they  briefly  mention 
foe  need  for  new  blood,  but  that’s  as 
far  as  they  will  go. 

Rather  than  quit,  all  that  sep- 
tuagenarian Burg  is  willing  to  discuss 
is  an  arrangement  whereby  the  more 
veteran  the  MK  is,  foe  greater  the 
majority  he  would  be  required  to 
muster  in  the  party  convention  to'be 
reinstated  on  the  slate  of  candidates. 

Hammer,  who  was  never  con- 
sulted, has  of  course  never  agreed  to 
any  of  this.  If  the  move  to  rebuild  the 
NRP  according  to  Lamifne  blue- 
prints. or  even  to  reincarnate  it  as  the 
ultra-hawkish  Orot,  will  continue  to 
develop  without  his  faction’s  parti- 
cipation, the  odds  are  that  rather 
than  rehabilitate  and  bind  old 
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woimds,  foe  NRP  will  be  father

NEITHER  Porat’s' nor  Lamifoe’s 
plans  were  aided,  to  say  the  least,  by 
the  premature  disclosure  of  their 
negotiations.  Not  only  are  things  at  a 
very  preliminary  stage,,  but  foe  con- 
ceptions and  objectives  of  the 
would-be  partners  are  so  diverse  that 
foe  uproar  created  by  foe  revelation 
would  make  foe  task  of  bridging  foe 
differences  all  the  more  awesome. 

The  NRP  is  understandably  seeth- 
ing and  pressures  on  Lamifne  s 
negotiators  will  no  doubt  mount. 
The  leak  has  already  deprived 
Lamifne  ofPorat’s  major  dowry  - his 
Knesset  seat.  Against  the  advice  of 
the  Lamifne  elders,  Porat  handed  his 
mandate  back  to  Tehiya.  This  rare 
display  of  scruples  satisfied  Tehiya, 
but  its  anger  and  dismay  lywe  not 
■ abated.  In  Matzad  Druckman  and 
Shapira  are  reported  to  be  vying  for 
the  leadership  of  their  young  party. 
Bat  foe  greatest  storm  of  all  is  raging 
inside  Gush  Emunim. 

So  far,  most  of  the  Gush  leaders 
have  remained  faithful  to  Tehiya  and 
highly  critical  of  Porat.  Tehiya 
secretary-general  Gershon  Shafat 
and  its  mentor,  Rabbi  Eliezer  Wald- 
man»  both  of  Gush  Emunim,  de- 
scribed Porat’s  move  as  “irresponsi- 
ble and  born  out  of  weakness.”  He 
was  scathingly  attacked  at  the  last 
Tehiya  secretariat  session,  especially 
by  Gush  members,  who  now  remain 
without  Knesset  representation. 

To  be  sore,  Porat  is  not  without 
sympathizers  in  the  Gush  - chiefly 
from  among  those  circles  that  never 
joined  Tehiya  in  foe  first  place,  like 
Rabbi  Moshe  Levinger  of  Hebron. 
Porat  now  intends  to  embark  on  foe 
campaign  trail  to  dram  up  support, 
especially  among  the  settlers. 

But  support  for  what?  Sympathe- 
tic sceptics  in  foe  NRP  and  foe  Gush 
all  doubt  that  the  Orot  party  Porat 
wants  will  ever  come  into  being. 
Porat’s  critics  in  the  Gush  go  further 
and  predict  that  he  will  find  himself 
an  innocent  who  has  been  led  astray 
by  the  most  cunning  political  movers 
and  shakers  in  foe  business.  He  will 
find  that  he  lost  his  base  in  Tehiya 
bat  cannot  create  a substitute  in 
Orot. 

It  is  widely  doubted  by  NRP  insid- 
ers that  Lamifne’s  worldly-wise 
politicians  are  ready  to  hand  their 
party  over  to  Porat,  though  be  may; 
be  under  that  impression,  if  his  role 
finally  emerges  as  that  of  a match- 
maker between  Burg  and  Hammer, 
he  may  find  that  he  has  resurrected 
the  old  NRP  but  not  charted  a path 
for  a new  Orot  Even  if  some  sort  of 
vaguely-worded  agreement  is 
drafted  to  temporarily  satisfy  all 
partners  - including  possibly  the 
Hammer  faction  - it  is  not  expected 
to  enjoy  a long  life  or  mature  into 
what  Porat  has  in  mind,  the  pundits 
wain. 

In  other  words,  well-wishers  and 
opponents  alike  do  not  believe  that 
Porat  and  his  new  Lamifne  allies  are 
Simply  describing  different  parts  of 
the  same  elephant,  and  that  they 
only  need  to  open  their  eyes  and 
look  at  the  creature  to  agree  on  then- 
versions.  They  predict,  rather,  that 
they  may  wake  up  one  morning, 
open  their  eyes  and  be  struck  by  the 
awful  realization  that  there  is  no 
elephant  at  all.

AT  THE  TIME  of  the  1982  anti- 
Hawk  action.  Hart  warned; 

“Substituting  arms  sales  for  di- 
plomacy moves  us  no  closer  to  peace 
in  the  Middle  East..  So  I opposed  the 
sale  of  Awacs  to  the  Saudis.  I have 
urged  the  president  to  reject  the  sale 
of  Hawk  missiles  to  the  Jordanians. 
And  I will  oppose  any  and  all  future 
arms  sales  that  increase  instability  in 
the.  Middle  East  and  undermine 
Israel’s  security.” . ( 

A year  before  that  statement,  he 
explained  before  a Jewish  audience 
m Colorado  why  he  was  willing  to 
support  extensive  financial  assist- 
ance to  Israel  at  a time  of  domestic 
economic  problems,  in  the  U-.S. 

“We  cannot  permit  Israel  to  fail 
economically,”  he  said.  “Our  com- 
mitment to  Israel’s  survival  demands 
more  from  us  rhan  rhetoric.  It  de- 
mands personal  sacrifice  on  our  part. 
It  demands  a public  commitment  to 
substantial  economic  assistance  on 
the  part  of  the  U.S.” 

On  October  28,  1981 , the  day  of 
the  Awacs  vote.  Hart  said  in  a leng- 
thy statement  outlining  the  many 
reasons  why  he  opposed  the  sale, 
that  “burdening  Israel's  economy 
with  even  greater  requirements  for 
arms  to  meet  the  new  fpost-Awacs) 
military  situation  means  a further 
economic  struggle  for  an  ally  already 
overwhelmed  by  high  defence 
costs.” 

He  summed  up  his  opposition 
thus: 

“I  plan  to  vote  for  the  resolution 
of  disapproval  against  the  Awacs 
sale  because  I believe  that  jeopardiz- 
ing the  Middle  East  peace  process 
through  arms  escalation,  risking  a 
compromise  of  U.S.  technology,  and 
increasing  the  military  threat  to 
Israel,  is  not  the  best  way  to  protect 
the  security  of  the  region  against 
outside  hostile  acts.  The  sale  will 
only  add  to  the  region's  overall  insta- 
bility. instead  of  alleviating  tensions 
between  Israel  and  its  Arab  neigh- 
bours.” 

LIKE  MONDALE  and  Reagan, 
Hart  has  been  very  active  in  seeking 
Jewish  support  in  his  concerted  bid 
for  the  presidency.

ters  organized  a fund-rai.ser  for  him 
during  the  annual^policy  conference 
of  the  American  Israel  Public  Affairs 
Committee  (Aipac),  the  pro-Israeli 
lobbying  organization  in  Washing- 
ton. It  was  one  of  many  such  Jewish 
receptions  which  Hart  has  attended 
around  the  country  both  before  and 
since. 

Last  August,  he  attended  a fund- 
raising reception  in  Aspen.  Colora- 
do. During  an  informal  question- 
and-answer  session,  he  once  again 
outlined  his  strong  support  for 
Israel,  although  most  of  the  audi- 
ence was  not  Jewish.  Jack  Nichol- 
son. the  actor  and  an  Aspen  resi- 
dent. was  the  host. 

Hart  may  have  been  McGovern  s 
campaign  manager  in  1982.  but  the 
two  clearly  have  split  since  then  as 
far  as  Israel  is  concerned. 
McGovern,  like  the  Rev.  Jesse  Jack- 
son,  has  often  been  quite  critical  of 
Israel’s  policies. 

HART  RAISED  some  initial  ques- 
tions about  Israel's  invasion  of  Leba- 
non in  June  1982:  but,  his  Jewish 
supporters  point  out.  so  did  much  of 
Israel  and  the  American  Jewish  com- 
munity. Since  then,  he  has  been 
down  the  line  in  standing  alongside 
Israel. 

In  all  of  his  most  recent  statements 
condemning  the  Reagan  administra- 
tion’s policies  in  Lebanon.  Han.  like 
Mondale,  has  steadfastly  sought  to 
differentiate  between  his  suppon  for 
Israel's  security  concerns  and  his 
opposition  to  U.S.  policy  in  Leba- 
non. including  the  dispatch  of  the 
Marines. 

By  nearly  all  accounts,  the  Demo-, 
cratic  race  is  now  a two-man  affair. 
Hart,  almost  overnight,  is  making 
impressive  inroads.  His  picture  was 
on  the  cover  this  past  week  of  all  the 
major  U.S.  news  magazines  - a sure 
sign  of  success.':  Mondale,  his  aides 
confessed,  is  nervous.  Still,  don’t 
count  him  out  yet. 

In  any  case,  both  Mondale  and 
Hart  have  strong  pro-Israeli  records, 
leading  many  of  Israel’s  friends  in 
the  Democratic  Party  to  conclude 
that  either  man  would  make  a good 
candidate.  Between  those  two.

A failure  of  control

BEYOND  THE  PERSONAL 
tragedy  of  Ya’acov  Levinson,  the 
need  for  new  methods  of  public 
control  of  the  Histadrut’s  economic 
empire  demands  urgent  attention.  It 
should  be  perfectly  clear  by  now  that 
Histadrut  ownership  as  such  does 
not  pro\ide  the  answer,  any  more 
than  stare  ownership  of  government 
corporations  guarantees  the  protec- 
tion of  the  public  interest. 

It  must  be  recognized  that  demo- 
cratic institutions,  formalized  in 
public  ownership  and  representative 
institutions,  with  nominal  contro  1, 
have  only  a limited  relevance.  Sug- 
gestions "for  broadening  the  base  of 
such  mechanisms,  such  as  providing 
non-managerial  public  or  worker 
representation,  perhaps  desirable  in 
their  own  right,  do  not  provide  an 
answer  to  the  problem  of  public 
supervision.  They  carry  the  clanger 
of  providing  the  appearance  of  pub- 
lic control,  without  the  tools  for 
making  it  effective.  To  make  coop- 
erative ownership  work  in  practice, 
there  has  to  be  a dean  break  with  a 
good  deal  of  the  mythology  of  soriai- 
ism. 

The  referral  of  the  allegations 
against  Levinson  ro  the  attorney- 
general  was  a clear  admission  of  the 
failure  of  interna]  Histadrut  control 
mechanisms.  In  the  last  half- 
century.  the  Histadrut  has  come  full 
circle.  In  1927  a spedaJ  committee  of 
inquiry  concluded  that  Histadrut 
employees  had  received  salaries  and 
other  bene  Sts  in  violation  of  the 
prevailing  egalitarian  principles. 
This  was  the  first  major  case  of 
corruption  in  the  Labour  Movement 
in  Yishuv  annals.  Ben-Gurion  and 
other  top  leaders  refused  to  permit 
publication  of  the  report  or  disclo- 
sure of  the  names  of  the  individuals 
involved,  arguing  that  they  would 
have  no  alternative  but  to  leave  the 
country,  if  exposed. 

Orher  chan  the  obvious  altered 
evaluation  of  the  importance  of  per- 
sonal reputation,  there  is  the  clear 
failure  in  the  Levinson  case  to  make 
a clear  finding  within  the  Histadrut 
structure.  The  appeal  to  the

In  particular,  I was  distressed  that 
she  reported  that  **ihey  also  were 
surprised  by  the  lack  of  unanimity 
among  Israelis  on  the  need  to  re- 
main in  Lebanon  and  to  build  more 
settlements  in  the  territories."  This 
suggestion  that  I was  unaware  of  the 
fact  that  Israel  is  a vigorous  and 
open  democratic  society  in  which 
important  views  arc’  strongly 
debated  is  simply  wrong.  As  a 
strong  supporter  of  a mutually 


cooperative  relationship  between 
America  and  Israel,  I have  been  a 
fairly  close  observer  of  Israeli 
politics  for  about  25  years;  I have 
been  to  Israel  on  several  occasions; 
and  I have  frequently  met  with 
Israeli  officials,  opposition  figures 
and  private  citizens  in  the. United 
States.  1 would  have  been  totally 
surprised  to  have  come  to  Israel  and 
found  that  there  was  somehow  un- 
animity on  the  subjects  mentioned. 

In  general,  I must  ask  that  I not 
be  held  responsible  for  any  of  the 
views  which  Ms.  Siegel  attributed  to 
all  four  Members  of  Congress  in 
block.  I have  enough  trouble 
defending  my  own  individual  views 
on  subjects  without  being  charged 
with  responsibility  for  the  views  of 
those  with  whom  I happen  to  be 
travelling.

attorney-general  was  not  the  result 
of  a finding,  but  rather  the  result  of 
its  absence.  Since  no  individual  or 
institution  within  the  Histadrut  was 
prepared  to  reach  a conclusion, 
there  was  a decision  - actually  a 
non-decision  - to  shift  the  buck  out- 
side. 

The  two-man  committee  in  the 
Levinson  case  differed  from  the  1 927 
committee  of  inquiry  in  its  ability  to 
decide.  This  was  a function  of  its 
ambiguous  status.  What  the  situa- 
tion demanded  was  an  independent 
tribunal  with  a quasi-judicial  sratus. 

THE  ANALOGY  to  the  case  of  a 
government  corporation  is  appropri- 
ate. When  allegations  were  made 
against  the  director-general  of 
Netivei  Nefr,  a public  commission  of 
inquiry,  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Supreme  Court  Justice  Alfred  Wit- 
kon,  was  appointed  to  investigate 
the  charges,  pursuant  to  the  same 
law  under  which  the  Kahan  Commis- 
sion on  the  Beirut  massacres  was 
constituted.  Not  all  the  hearings  of 
the  Netivei  Neft  commission  were 
open  to  the  public,  nor  were  its 
findings  published  in  full,  as  they 
involved  state  secrets  no  less  sensi- 
tive than  those  involved  in  interna- 
tional banking. 

Levinson  seems  to  have  had  some- 
thing of  the  sort  in  mind  when  he 
proposed  that  the  matter  be  referred 
to  a retired  Supreme  Court  judge  for 
examination.  At  least  in  this  instance 
he  was  prepared  to  relax  his  reserva- 
tions with  regard  to  bank  secrecy. 

An  independent  quasi-judicial  tri- 
bunal should  be  pan  of  the  institu- 
tional structure  of  the  Histadrut. 
The  problems  of  the  supervision  of 
Histadrut  economic  enterprises  are 
essentially  the  same  as  those  of  gov- 
ernment corporations,  and  anala- 
gous  institutional  answers  arc 
needed.  They  should  be  available  as 
pan  of  the  rules  of  the  game,  not  as 
ad  hoc  measures,  inadequately  ap- 
plied. 

In  a broader  context,  thought 
should  be  given  to  providing  a mea- 
sure of  public  control  by  tying  it  with 
a private  interest.  The  possibility  of  a 
shareholder's  derivative  class  suit 
would  be  a worthwhile  develop- 
ment. In  countries  where  this  exisrs. 
it  permits  a shareholder  to  bring  an 
action,  on  behalf  of  other  sharehol- 
ders similarly  situated,  in  the  name 
of  the  corporation  in  which  he  is  a 
shareholder. 

Typically,  the  suit  seeks  redress 
for  wrongs  done  the  shareholders  by 
the  management.  The  incentive  to 


bring  the  action  is  not  in  the  perhaps 
inconsequential  effect  of  a redress  of 
wrong  on  the  value  of  the  shares  of 
the  company,  but  rather  in  the  award 
of  legal  fees  to  the  successful  share- 
holder, based  on  the  benefit  derived 
by  the  corporation.  Such  a develop- 
ment would  involve  the  judiciary  of 
the  state  in  the  protecti*  □ of  the 
public  interest  and  woula  foster  the 
development  of  norms  of  managerial 
behaviour. 

In  the  Levinson  case,  it  is  particu- 
larly regrettable  that  the  only  cop- 
out  apparently  available  was  a refer- 
ral to  the  attorney-general.  Turning 
to  the  police  was  undesirable  not 
only  because  of  the  odium  attached 
to  a police  investigation.  By  its  very 
nature,  3 police  investigation  is  li- 
mited to  the  criminal  aspects  of  the 
case.  These  are  probably  not  rhe 
most  significant,  in  terras  of  the 
public  interests  involved. 

AS  THE  management  of  a bank  is 
involved,  the  common-sense  address 
for  investigation  by  the  state  would 
seem  to  be  the  Bank  of  Israel’s 

examiner  of  banks.  It  seems 
that  this  avenue  was  unavailable, 
due  to  the  lack  of  investigative  facili- 
ties in  the  hands  of  this  public  agen- 
cy. This  is  a deficiency  that  should  be 
remedied. 

After  a celebrated  bank  failure, 
involving  criminal  conduct,  a decade 
ago.  the  Bank  of  Israel  did  become 
involved  in  an  investigative  capacity, 
as  it.  in  effect,  had  to  bear  the  losses 
incurred.  Subsequently,  the  then 
attorney-general.  Meir  Shamgar, 
chaired  a committee  that  examined 
the  investigative  measures  of  the 
bank.  Adequate  corrective  mea- 
sures do  not  appear  to  have  been 
adopted.  Today,  with  the  state  hav- 
ing undertaken  the  role  of  guarantor 
of  bank  shares,  there  is  an  added 
public  interest  that  deserves  protec- 
tion. The  adequacy  of  the  supervi- 
sion of  banking  by  the  Bank  of  Israel 
requires  reexamination. 

If  there  ever  was  an  age  of  inno- 
cence in  the  management  of  the 
labour  economy,  it  is  now  behind  us. 
Future  historians  may  conclude  that 
Histadrut  management  never  really 
was  what  tradition  tells  us  it  used  to 
be.  Future  struggles  for  power  can- 
not be  prevented.  What  can  be  done 
is  to  provide  ground  rules  of  fair  play 
by  which  they  will  be  conducted. 
They,  at  least,  should  not  be  part  of 
the  battle,  to  be  manipulated  by  the 
contenders.

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OVER  500  YEARS  ago.  the  Jews  of 
Palma  de  Mallorca  off  the  Spanish 
mainland  were  forced  to  convert  to 
Catholicism  or  be  killed.  Some  of 
them,  to  convince  their  neighbours 
that  their  conversions  were  sincere, 
made  a display  of  eating  pork  and  so 
got  the  name  Chueras.  pig-eaters. 
But  prejudice  .against  them,  con- 
tinued through  the  centuries,  and 
they  were  never  integrated  into  Mal- 
lorcan  society.  Now,  a few  Chuetas 
have  decided  to  return  to  Judaism, 
picking  up  a race  memory  that  never 
died  even  through  generations  of 
persecution. 


One  of  them  is  Bernardo  Pomar. 
He  is  a slight,  freckle-faced  man  of 
50  who  plays  the  violin  at  resort 
hotels  and  restaurants. 

“In  my  youth  I knew  I was  Chueta 
and  knew  nothing  more."  be  says. 
"Chueta  - the  sense  is  to  be  inferior. 
I was  in  complete  ignorance.  Tien 
the  first  book  was  published  here 


the  first  book  was  published  here 
‘giving  an  idea  ofwhat  Chueta  was.  I 
began  to  understand.  I felt  that  my 
instinct  took  me  to  Judaism.” 

"In  1967,  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Jewish  community  was  announced 
and  I went.  (The  members  were 
mostly  British  and  American  re- 


tirees.] I found  some  customs  com- 
pletely different,  but  I felt  very  much 
at  home.  I never  was  a practising 
Catholic.

On  March  16, 1984,  Scitex  Corporation  Ltd.

THAT  PEOPLE  has  a long  tradition 
here.  Jews  were  in  Mallorca  when  it 
was  conquered  by  Jaime  I of  Aragou 
in  1229.  While  the  Moslems  dis- 
appeared or  were  reduced  to  slaves. 
Jews,  who  had  facilitated  the  entr- 
ance of  the  Christian  armies,  were 
respected,  chough  they  were  forced 
to  abandon  the  quarter  they  had 
inhabited  and  give  it  to  Dominican 
fathers  who  buflt  a convent  there. 

“The  Jewish  community  of  Mal- 
lorca was  very  important,"  said  Ber- 
nardo. “We  had  commercially,  intel- 
lectually, the  best  of  Spain,  which 
then  was  the  Jewish  centre  of  the 
world.  There  were  map  makers  who 
worked  on  maps  for  Columbus. 

"But  when  Catalans  came  to  con- 
quer in  the  1260s.  they  began  to 
oblige  non-Catholics  to  convert. 
There  was  total  conversion,  but  it 


In  1309,  King  Jaime  II  fixed  the 
limits  of  the  Call,  the  Jewish  quarter. 
But  the  cathedral  was  built  Inside  the 
gate  of  the  quarter,  and  this  meant 
that  the  Christians  and  the  Jews  lived 
together.  Bernardo  adds. 

Jews  prospered  in  the  14th  cen- 
tury. becoming  important  artisans 
and  merchants;  some  were  peasants. 
But  in  1391.  the  Christians  attacked 
the  Call.  Three  hundred  Jews  died, 
and  many  converted  to  save  their 
lives.  In  1435.  the  observant  Jews 
left  in  Mallorca  were  faced  with  the 
choice  of  conversion  or  death.  And 
the  '‘Chuetas"  were  born.  Many 
practising  Jews  fled  to  North  Africa. 

In  Mallorca,  trials  of  suspected 
heretics  continued  till  the  end  of  the 
17th  century,  with  burning  as 
punishment.  And  there  was  discri- 
mination against  the  converts,  who 
were  not  allowed  to  attend  schools 
or  to  marry  "Christians To  be  one 
of  the  300  families  with  Chueta 
names  meant  living  on  the  margins 
of  society.  Even  a Catholic  priest, 
Jorep  Tarongi.  wrote  articles  and 
books  about  the  discrimination  be 


BERNARDO  says  it’s  still  a prob- 
lem for  the  Chuetas,  who  comprise 
between  five  and  10  per  cent  of  the 
460,000  inhabitants.  "There's  more 
anti- Chueta  ism  than  anti-Semitism 
here,”  he  said.  Chuetas  are  still 
segregated  in  society,  even  in  their 
churches.  The  Mon  lesion  [Mount 
Zion]  church,  built  bn  the  founda- 
tions of  the  old  great  synagogue  of 
Palma,  has  been  used  for  centuries 
almost  exclusively  by  Chuetas.  '"Be- 
fore tourism,  a Chueta  couldn't 
aspire  to  anything."  Bernardo  says. 
“But  new  people  came  and  opened 
new  vistas." 


We  walk  along  Calle  de  las 
Platerias,  the  street  of  silver,  where 
many  of  the  Chuetas  have  shops. 
“They  don't  talk  about  it,"  he  says. 
“It’s  like  having  a closed  door.  They 
don’t  want  to  open  it.  The  Chuetas 
suffered  a lot.  They  are  indifferent 
or  afraid,  as  if  there  were  still  the 
fear  of  the  Inquisition,”  he  adds.

The  masterpiece  is  the.gjant  can- 
delabrum, which  came  from  the 
great  synagogue  that  was  destroyed 
in  1425.  It  had  been  subsequently 
placed  over  the  tomb  of  Jaime  I; 
when  world-famous  architect  Anto- 
nio Gaudi  took  over  the  work  of 
restoring  the  cathedral  in  1904,  he 
suspended  it  from  the  building’s 
vaulted  ceiling.  It  is  a seven-sided 
construction  with  365  lights -symbo- 
lic, of  course,  of  the  days  of- the  week 
and  the  year.  1 

“All  the  silver  things  here  are 
Jewish,”  insists  Bernardo.  “There

Paul  Kohn  reports  on  an  impressive  team  of 
gymnasts.  Israel  Talby  did  the  pictures. 


IF  THERE  WERE  seven  wonders 
in  tbe  world  of  sport,  Madia  Com- 
aneci of  Rumania  would  surely  be 
- among  them.  At  tbe  age  of  13  sbe 
won  three  individual  gold  medals  at 
the  Montreal  Olympics  eight  years 
ago,  amassidfc.perfect  scores  of  10. 

"Comaneci”  became  a household 
word  - any  girl  trying  a somersault 
might  be  teased  with  “Who  do  yon 
think  yon  are,-  Nadia  Comaneci?" 
She  was  a dezni-goddess  in  Romania 
where  thousands  of  parents  dream  of 
their  little  girls  following  in  her  foot- 
steps. 

The  products  of  these  ambitions 
and  years  of  relentless  work  could  be 
seen  this  week  at  the  Wingate  Insti- 
tute of  Physical  Culture  in  Netanya, 
where  die  Rumanian  Olympic  girls’ 
gymnastic  team  was  in  training. 

In  the  superbly  equipped  “Berlin 

Gymnasium”  among  die  parallel 

bars,  horizontal  beams  and  large 
square  mat,  11  pony-tailed  teen- 
agers went  through  their  exercises. 

Watched  daily  in  silence  by  hun- 
dreds of  curious  Israeli  athletes,  the 
Carpathian  sylphs  flew  silently 
through  the  air.  Only  the  music  and 


settings  of  Swan  Lake  were  missing. 
Instead  there  were  the  commands  of 
their  coaches.  Goreac  Adrian  and 
Bella  Octaviau,  the  athletic  Maria 
Cosma,  and  a choreographer.  For 
three  non-stop  hours  each  day  the 
girls,  some  looking  like  angelic 
wisps,  worked  in  deadly  earnest. 

Their  control  of  body  and  move- 
ment, their  marvellous  pirouettes, 
breathtaking  backward  overhead 
flips  on  narrow  beams,  and  hydra- 
like somersaults  diagonally  across 
the  mat  were  amazing.  It  was  hard  to 
believe  that  these  bodies  were  of 
human  flesh  and  muscle  and  not 
indiarubber. 

MARIA  SIMANESCU,  head  of  the 
Rumanian  Olympic  contingent  and  a 
leading  personality  in  world  gymnas- 
tics, explained  that  the  girls  in  Israel 
this  week  are  the  peak  of  the  broad 
pyramid  of  Rumanian  gymnasts. 
They  had  to  face  fierce  competition 
to  gain  a place  in  the  squad. 

The  girls,  none  over  15  but  some 
looking  no  more  than  ten  years  old, 
all  lived,  studied,  did  their  school

homework  and  trained  together.  Ev- 
erything was  paid  for  by  the  state. 

The  Rumanian  government  is  ex- 
ceptionally keen  to  have  its  gymnasts 
turn  out  in  Los  Angeles  in  July  in 
absolute  peak  condition.  “Natural- 
ly, we  hope  to  be  winners  in  the 
Olympics,”  says  Simanescu,  but  in 
more  realistic  tones  admits  that  they 
may  finish  second  to  the  Soviets. 
They  also  expect  extremely  tough 
opposition  from  the  East  Germans. 
Americans,  Czechs,  and  fast- 

• improving  Chinese. 

For  the  uninitiated  it  is  difficult  to 
pick  out  the  best;  each  looks  bril- 
liant. Simanescu  points  out  Ecateri- 
na  Szabo,  16.  winner  of  a-  gold  and 
two  silver  medals  in  the  recent  world 
championships  in  Budapest;  Levinia 
Agache,  16,  a world  medal  winner 
on  the  beam;  and  her  great  new  star, 
Laura  Cutana,  15,  “who  is  rapidly 
reaching  towards  the  very  top.” 

Simanescu  said  the  level  of  inter- 
national gymnastics  today  simply 
does  not  compare  with  the  era  of 
Agnes  Keleti,  the  former  Hungarian 
(now  Israeli)  Olympic  champion  of 
1956.  Comaneci  set  phenomenal 
new  heights  to  which  the  girls  at 
Wingate  this  week  “are  getting  clos- 
er.”- 

• Gymnastic  judges  award  their 
marks  for  superior  technique,  self 
confidence,  variety  in  pace  and 


choreographic  originality. 

RUMANIA  HAS  so  many  topnotch 
gymnasts  because  it  has  a broad  base 
of  thousands  of  capable  children,  has 
excellent  facilities  throughout  the 
country,  and  can  offer  the  finest 
coaching.  Talent  spotters  find  girls  at 
the  ages  of  seven  and  eight, 
Simanescu  said.  “By  the  time  they 
are  12  and  13  we  know  if  we  have 
champion  material  and  they  reach 
their  zenith  in  the  sport  by  15  or  16. 
Once  they  get  beyond  18  they  can  in 
most  cases  be  considered  old  in 
women's  gymnastics.”  she  said. 

Besides  the  gymnastics  training 
the  girls  are  allowed  to  engage  in 
certain  other  sports,  such  as  skiing, 
swimming,  cycling  and  table  tennis. 
(A  pre-Comaneci  heroine  of  Ruma- 
nian sport  was  Angelica  Rosianeau, 
the  Jewish  world  table  tennis  cham- 
pion who  dominated  the  women’s 
game  in  the  post  World  War  B 
years.) 

Simanescu  praised  the  training 
conditions  at  Wingate  where  the 
Rumanians  are  guests  of  the  Israel 
Olympic  Committee  and  Sports  Fed- 
eration. 

For  Israeli  gymnasts  and  other 
athletes  it  has  been  an  eye-opener  to 
see  how  the  Rumanians  coach  their 
proteges.  They  leave  nothing  to 
chance.  No  time  is  wasted  during

Nancy 
Goldschmidt  from  the  U.S.,  is  iikelv 
to  be  chosen  for  the  Israel  Olympic 
team  to  Los  Angeles. 

But  one  gymnast,  14-year-old  Tal- 


ly Ostfeld  of  Netanya.  really  im- 
pressed the  Rumanian  coaches. 
They  liked  the  speed  with  which  she 
tackled  really  difficult  exercises. 
Says  Zysman:  “Tally  is  our  really  big 
hope  in  gymnastics,  but  the  Los 
Angeles  Olympics  are  coming  too 
soon.”

NStethefess,  an.  era  oF  coming  to 
tern^Vith  and  settling- the  debts  of 
the  Holocaust  ended  last  month 
aSp  the  retirement  of  Adalbert 
RiJeckerir  59,  ths  special  govern- 
mcnt^rosecutor  who  for  the  past  18 
years'  had  headed  the  Centre  for 
Investigation- of  National  Socialist 
Crimes.  > 

To  be-  sure,  Rueckerl's  retire-, 
men!;  for  health  reasons,  does  not 
mean  that  the  unique  agency  in 
Ludwigsburg,  near  Stuttgart,  win 
close.  His  long-time  deputy,  Alfred 
Sireiin,  will  replace.htm  and"  con- 
tinue the  grim  work  which  last  year 
entailed  opening  probes  in  61  new 
cases  of  Third  Reich  genocide..  . 

Rueckerl’s  departure  marks  a 
turning  point,  if  only  because  of  his- 
leading  role  since  1966  in  pursuing 
the  investigation  and  prosecution  of 
crimes  committed -by  Germans  dur- 
ing the  Hitler  era.  An  international- 
: tv  .^cognized  expert,  and  the  author 
-c  Jiveral  books  on  the  subject,  he 
ranked  as  West  Germany’s  chief 
Nazi  hunter... 

Moreover,:  with  most  of  the  ma- 
jor cases  either  settled  or  relegated 
io  local  prosecution  teams  and 
courts  for  trial,  and  fewer  new 
suspects  cropping  up,  the  centre 
will  shift  its  emphasis  to  documenta- 
tion of  the  Holocaust  and  making  its 
voluminous  archives  available  to 
historians  and  researchers  from 
around  the  world. 

The  agency  had  its  origins  in  the 
: initial  confusion  over  war  crimes 
jurisdiction. 

Right  after  the  war,  punishment 
for  the  crimes  of  Nazism  was  im- 
posed on  the  Germans  from  out- 
side, by  the  victorious  powers.  War 
_\bhes  tribunals  such  as  the  one  in 
Nuremberg,  and  courts  in.  France, 
the  Netherlands,  Belgium,  Den- 
mark, Norway.  Poland,  the  Soviet 
Union  and  Yugoslavia,  prosecuted 
Thousands  of  Germans.  Though 
precise  figures  are  not  available. 
West  German  authorities  estimate 
that-  between  50,000.  and  60,000 
were  tried  and  convicted.  In  the 
three  Western  occupational  zones, 
S06.<death  sentences,  were  passed 
and  486  persons  were  executed. 

It  was  the  avowed  policy  of  the 
occupation  powers  that  they  alone 
would  punish  the  Germans. 
German  jurisdiction  was  virtually 
nonexistent.  Insofar  as  it  was  per- 
mitted, it  extended  Only  to  Germans 
who  had  committed  crimes  against 
other  Germans.  .. 

BUT  THE  ADVENT  of  the  Cold 
War  and  the  changing  relationship  . 
between  the  allies  and  theirportion,-_ 
of -Occupied  Germany  led  to  the  . 
creation  or  an'  independent  West.' 
Germany  and  a new  policy 
feitarding  prosecution,  with- 
jurisdiction  passing  to  West 
German  authorities. 

The  first  trial  or  a German  in  a 
German  court  for  crimes  commit- 
ted against  non-Germans  outside 
Germany  took  place  in  Munich  in 
May  1949.  ’ The  defendant.  Max 
R aettig,  was  convicted  of  the 
murder  of  42  Jews  in  a Polish  ghet- 
to. .

s the  West  .Germans  in  May  1952, 
with  the  signing  of  the  Bonn 
Conventions  which  formally  ended 
the  postwar  occupation.  Thus  began 
the  agonizing  attempt  of  the 
Germans  to  judge  themselves.  From 
the  outset  it  was  viewed  with  scep- 
ticism arid  hampered  by  all  manner 
of-  legal,  political,  ‘ moral  and 
technical  obstacles  that  continue  to 
ihe  present  day. . 

Although  the  new  West  German 
constitution,  and  legislation  passed 
after  1949,  provided  for  prosecution 
of  genocide  and  “crimes  against 
humanity,”  they  could  not  be  ap- 
plied retroactively  to  crimes  com- 
mitted before  they  had  been 
enacted.  The  only  legal  basis  on 
'which  to'  prosecute  Nazi  criminals 
was  the  traditional  penal  code  sec- 
tion on  homicide. 

This  required  following  the  nor- 
mal rules  of  presenting  irrefutable 
evidence  of  specific  acts,  examining 
and  cross-examining  witnesses  and, 
on  occasions,  even  visiting  the 
.scene  of  the  crime  — no  easy 
procedure  in  cases  of  defendants 
charged  with  the  murder  of  thou- 
. sands,  even  hundreds  of  thousands, 
of  people. 

There  were  problems  of  double 
jeopardy  in  cases  of  suspects  and 
defendants  previously  tried, 
sometimes  in  dtsenria.  by  Allied  oc- 
cupation tribunals  and  the  courts  of 
countries  under  Nazi  rule  during  the 
war.  The  Bonn  Conventions  and 
bilateral  treaties  specifically 
precluded  trying  war  criminals 
previously  convicted,  even  those 
pardoned  and  released  by  the  U.S., 
British  and  French  authorities,  ex- 
cept on  entirely  new  charges. 

WEST  GERMAN  prosecutors  and 
judges,  suddenly  confronted  with 
jurisdiction,  did  not  know  the  immen- 
sity of  the  task  they  faced.  Most  of 
them  believed  that  Allied  prosecu- 
tion had  left  few,  if  any.  cases  un- 
resolved. 

Those  who  doubted  this  had  no 
evidence  with  which  to  support 
their  theses.  All  the  Gestapo,  SS, 
police  and  Wehrmachi  records  had 
ended  v up  in  foreign  archives  and 
were  not  available  to  the  West 
Germans. 

’■  T" h eh.  toq^  t hereT  was  a ^ 
pronounced  reluctance  .oif  the  part  ": 
of  many  to  get  the  legal  machinery  * 
moving,  ^The  wheels  of  German 
justice  have  always  moved  slowly, 
but  they  were  bound  to  turn  even 
more  slowly  when  many  of  the  of- 
ficials were  themselves  implicated 
in  the  crimes.  Hundreds  of  German 
judges  and  prosecutors  had 
perverted  justice  during  the  Third 
Reich. 

They  brought  the  Nazi  concept  of 
a “new  order”  to  the  countries  and 
territories  under  Hitler’s  yoke.  They 


served  on  special  tribunals  that 
meied  out  death  sentences  en  masse 
for  the  slightest  acts  of  “resistance.” 
They  sat  on  courts  martial  that 
ordered  the  execution  of  more  than 
30,000  German  soldiers  for  offences 
that  in  other  armies  would  have 
warranted  only  a brief  term  in  the 
stockade.  At  home  they  presided 
over  “people’s  tribunals”  that  were 
but  kangaroo  courts  and  naked 
travesties  of  due  process. 

And  when  the  war  was  over,  be- 
ing civil  servants  entitled  to  lifetime 
tenure,  the  vast  majority  of  these 
Nazi  lawyers  were  promptly  co- 
opted to  the  new,  democratic, 
postwar  judiciary. 

SUDDENLY  they  were  supposed 
to  prosecute  and  pass  judgment  on 
Nazi  criminals?  They  did  nothing  of 
the  kind. 

They  used  all  the  tools  and 
loopholes  of  the  law  to  delay 
proceedings  and  to  obstruct  justice. 
And  failing  at  that,  they  passed 
sentences  on  mass  murderers  that 
were  tantamount  to  mocking  the 
victims,  ft  was  not  until  the  late 
1970s  that  the  last  of  these  men 
retired  or  were  eased  out  of  the 
legal  system. 

Thus,  German  prosecution  of 
Germans  got  off  to  a slow,  hesitant 
and  desultory  start.  Investigations 
were  opened  and  cases  came  to  trial 
largely  through  chance. 

A former  concentration  camp  in- 
mate would  spot  one  of  his  guards  in 
the  street;  some  drunken  SS  veteran 
would  boast  of  his  “exploits”  and  be 
overheard  in  a tavern;  a death  camp 
doctor's  name  would  crop  up  ac- 
cidentally during  another  SS  of- 
ficer's trial. 

It  was  like  a chain  reaction,  which 
escalated  in  1955  when  the  Soviet 
Union  released  thousands  of 
German  prisoners  of  war  it  had. 
Among  them  were  many  men  who 
had  been  death  camp  guards  or 
members  of  the  Einsatrkommandos 
— the  special  execution  squads  — 
that  had  murdered  people  by  the 
tens  of  thousands  in  Poland,  the 
Baltic  republics  and  the  Ukraine. 

By  the  summer  of  1958  West  Ger- 
many faced  a growing  mountain  of 
evidence;' Minting  to  the  likelihood 
of  thousands  of  warjp ri minals  as  yet 
unidentified  and  not  indicted. and 
the  prospect  that  they  might  all  es- 
cape punishment.  The  demands  for 
coordinating,  organizing  and  ac- 
celerating the  judiciary  process 
could  no  longer  be  ignored. 

THE  RESULT  was  the 
Ludwigsburg  centre,  established  in 
December  1958  as  an  agency  jointly 
financed  and  operated  by  the 
ministries  of  justice  of  the  10  West 
German  states.  Its  task  was  to  coor- 
dinate all  local  efforts  and  to  hunt 


Tor.  investigate  and  indict  Nazi 
murderers,  then  refer  the  cases 
back  to  local  courts  for  trial. 

The  first  special  prosecutor  to 
head  the  agency  was  Erwin  Schuele. 
a Stuttgart  district  attorney  who  had 
led  the  prosecution  team  in  the  trial 
of  10  members  of  an  execution 
squad  that  had  murdered  5.500  Jews 
in  Tilsit,  now  called  Sovetsk,  a town 
on  the  border  between  Lithuania 
and  East  Prussia. 

The  centre  started  as  a liny 
operation:  Schuele,  two  assistant 
prosecutors  and  two  secretaries. 
Adalbert  Rueckcrl.  then  a deputy 
prosecutor  in  the  north  German  city 
of  Bielefeld,  asked  to  be  assigned 
there  in  1958  because  “the  work 
and  the  subject  interest  me."  But  it 
uas  not  until  1961  that  he  got  a job. 
By  then  the  agency's  staff  had 
quadrupled  in  size. 

In  1966,  when  Schuele  resigned 
after  having  himself  been 
implicated  as  an  administrator  of 
Nazi  justice  during  the  war, 
Rueckerl  took  over. 

Under  his  direction  Ludwigsburg 
became  synonymous  with  West 
Germany’s  long  overdue  effort  to 
“come  to  terms  with  the  past." 
Some  88,000  suspects  have  been  in- 
vestigated and  6,500  indicted.  The 
agency  played  a key  role  in  identify- 
ing and  issuing  warrants  for  Nazi 
criminals  who  had  escaped  justice 
after  the  war  by  emigrating  or  being 
sluiced  to  the  U.S..  Canada  and 
Latin  America. 

AT  THE  HEIGHT  of  its  activities 
in  the  1970s  there  was  as  staff  of 
127.  including  48  professional 
prosecutors  recruited  from  judicial 
departments  around  the  country. 
Today  ihe  team,  including 
researchers  and  historians,  numbers 
35. 

This  year's  budget  is  more  than 
Si. 4 million.  The  archives  include 
the  records  of  more  than  1.3  million 
men  and  women  implicated  or 
suspected  in  one  way  or  another 
having  operated  the  Nazi  death 
machine.  Millions  of  documents 
detail  those  crimes. 

“When  I first  came  here.”  says 
Rueckerl,  “I  thought  it  would  be  an 
assignment  for  a few  years.  1 had  no 
idea  it  would  become  a lifetime  job 
of  confronting  horror  every  day.” 

Initial  public  reaction  to  the 
centre  was  one  of  dissociation,  if 
not  outright  enmity.  West  Germans 
wanted  no  longer  to  be  reminded  of 
the  past,  to  end  what  Konrad 
Adenauer  had  called  the  “witch- 
hunt for  Nazis,”  to  stop  what  the 
majority  regarded  as  "defiling  our 
own  nest.” 

“It  took  years  to  overcome  that,” 
Rueckerl  says.  “The  change  in  al- 
titude was  gradual  and  generational. 
The  real  turning  point  did  not  come 
•until  January  1979 -when  the- U.S. 
TV  series  Holocaust  was  first 
shown  in  Germany.  But  now,  if 
anything,  we  are  accused  of  not 
having  done  enough." 

That  accusation  can  legitimately 
be  levelled  at  many  a local  judge 
and  jury  whose  verdicts  and 
sentences,  not  to  mention  periodic 
acquittals,  are  still  travesties  of 
justice.-  But  it  cannot  be  made 
against  Adalbert  Rueckerl  and  the 
Ludwigsburg  centre  whose  work.  39 
years  after  the  enu  -.  ,r.j  •’a;. 
Reich,  is  still  not  done.

Lik,e  so  many,  for  this  young 
woman,  “Espanolit."  often  called 
“La3ino”  but  actually  Judeo- 
Spanisb,  is  an  almost  forgotten  ton- 
gue^ 

When  her  parents  came  to  Israel 
from  -Turkey  in  1948  they  felt  that 
they  should  ‘‘become  like  everyone 
else.4’  This  meant  learning,  to  use 
onljrHebrcw  in  the  home.  Only  the 
old  grandmother  passed  on  a hit  of 
the  heritage,  by;  singing  to  a gifted 
child  who  remembers  the  words  and 
tbe_  melodies,  although  she  cannot 
tell  you  wha  t they  mean. 

There  ire  estimated,  today,  to  be 
some  200,000  to  300,000  people, 
most  of  them  scattered  around  the 
Mediterranean  basin,  who  speak  or 
at  Jst  understand  this  ancient  lan- 
guage of  the  Spanish  Jews. 

JUdeo-Spankh  is  a language  that 
developed  in  Spain  among  the  Jews 
living  there  in  the  centuries  before 
the  Grear  Expulsion  in  1492.  At  first 
it  was  a language  written  with  Heb- 
rew- characters  but  in  the  Spanish 
tongue  and  original  Hebrew  words 
were'  incorporated  in  the  language. ' 
This  language,  the  trueLadino,  was 
used  for  writing  holy  books,  reli- 
gious documents  and  intra- 
comnmnal  agreements.  Probably  it 
was  also  used  for  letters,  but  since 
documents  and  Scripture,  were  writ- 
ten on  parchment,  more  have  sur- 
vived. 

Later,  as  the  Jews  of  Spain  be- 
came more  and  more  assimilated 
. ictip  the  Spanish  culture  the  secular 
language  was  commonly  written  in 
: Castilian  Spanish,  the  Hebrew  let- 

- tersbemg  reserved  for  holy  matters. 

' Today  it  is  common  to  write  the 

Judfeo-Spanish  language  in  either 
Castilian  or  phonetically  using  the 
' ordinary  Latin  alphabet. 

When  the  Jews  were  expelled 
* from-  Spain  in  1492  they  took  with 
them!  this  now  native  language.  But 

- they  took  much  more  than  that.

Judeo-Spahish  broadcasts  of  Israel 
Radio,  spoke  of  the  heritage  of  these 
exiled  Spaniards. 

“The  great  romances  of  Spam  had 
not  yet  been  written  down,”  he  told 
me.  ^They,  like  the  songs  and  the 
poems  were  part  of  an  oral  tradition 
throughout  the  Iberian  Peninsula. 
The  expelled  Spanish  Jews  kept 
these  romances  and  songs  intact  for 
hundreds  of  years  before  they  were 
eventually  written  down.  Some  of 
them  first  saw  the  printed  page  at  the 
hand  of  these  exiles.'* 

“And  not  only  that,"  he  con- 
tinued. “Jadeo-Spanish  is  a gold 
mine  for  etymologists  who  are 
seriously  studying  the  Spanish  lan- 
guage. The  Spanish  Jews  not  only 
preserved  the  literature  and  the  folk- 
lore, but  diey  held  on  to  a vocabul- 
ary that  bias  since  been  lost  in  Spain 
itself.  Many  etymologists  seek  Ladi- 
no and  Judeo-Spanish  clarifications 
when  trying  to  decipher  old  docu- 
ments.” 

Shaul,  whose  mother  tongue  is 
Espanolit  and  who  arrived  in  Israel 
as  a child,  also  publishes,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Israel  Broadcasting 
Authority,  -a  quarterly  magazine  in 
JtKko-Spanish.  The  magazine.  Aid 
YerushaUyim  (Here  is  Jerusalem) 
has  about  600  subscribers  plus  a 
large  distribution  to  universities, 
museums,  and  institutes  of  lan- 
guage. Another  Israeli  paper,  a bi- 
weekly called  La  Luz,  carries  news 
articles,  features  and  novels  in  instal- 
ments. 

. . But  one  of  the  real  problems  for 
the  speaker  of  Judeo-Spanish  or  for 
those  who  would  learn  it  is  the 
dearth  of  written,  secular  material. 

Judeo-Spanish  was,  more  than 
anything  else,  a spoken  language 
and  most  of  -the  written  material  is 
commentary  on  the  Scriptures  and 
deals  with  other  religious  matters. 
Secular  material  is  not  prevalent. 


' Despite  this,  there  is  a growing 
interest  in  the  language,  and  like 
young  people  of  every  ethnic  group 
the  descendents  of  the  Spanish  Jews 
are  turning  to  the  language  of  their 
ancestors  in  their  search  for  identity. 

Three  Israeli  universities,  the 
Hebrew  University  in  Jerusalem, 
Bdn-Gurion  University  in  the 
Negev,  and  Bar  Han  University  in 
Tel  Aviv,  all  offer  courses  for  those 
who  wish  to  become  proficient  in  the 
language.  At  Haifa  University, 
white  there  are  no  courses  for  learn- 
ing the  language  there  is  one  that  is 
engaged  in  research  in  Ladino  stu- 
dies. 

NOT  only  in  Israel  is  there  an  in- 
terest. At  die  Aries  Montano  Insti- 
tute in  Spain  there  is  a department  of 
Sephardic  studies.  This  institute  has, 
in  recent  years,  published  a number 
of  books  in  Judeo-Spanish. 

As  well  as  in  the  Mediterranean 
basin,  and  especially  in  Israel,  Espa- 
nolit is  spoken  in  a number  of  com- 
munities in  the  U.S.  and  in  South 
America.  These  include  New  York. 
Atlanta  in  Georgia,  Seattle,  Los 
Angeles,  Miami,  Ecuador  and 
Argentina.  In  Europe  the  largest 
groups  are  in  London,  Paris, 
Marseilles  and  Lyons. 

Many  of  these  communities  have 
their  own  publications  in  Judeo- 
Spanish.  In  Turkey  a weekly  called 
Shalom  is  published,  half  in  Turkish, 
half  in  Espanolit.  Another  phe- 
nomenon is  the  desire  of  a new 
generation  to  write  in  this  ancient 
language  and  most  outstanding  of 
these  is  the  poet  Oarisse  Nicoidsky 
in  Paris  who  has  published  her  poet- 
ry in  Judeo-Spanish. 

But  few  of  the  contemporary  pub- 
lications are  of  the  quality  of  Aid 
YerushaUyim.  Partly  because  this 
magazine,  which  will  be  five  years 
old  next  week . is  devoted  to  preserv- 


ing as  much  as  possible  about  the 
Judeo-Spanish  heritage  and  partly 
because,  as  Moshe  Shaul  said,  no 
attempt  is  made  to  edit  or  to  unify 
the  material  received.  Every  folk 
tale  or  song  is  recorded  just  as  re- 
ceived. allowing  even  minor  varia- 
tions to  be  preserved. 

Of  course,  like  Yiddish,  Judeo- 
Spanish  has  undergone  certain  local 
changes  in  the  Diaspora  and  it  is  only 
to  be  expected  that  after  a few  hun- 
dred years  a community  in  Bulgaria 
will  speak  somewhat  differently 
from  one  in  Italy. 

For  instance,  the  endings  of  oo  or 
u are  pronounced  differently,  and 
may  sound  strange  to  the  newcomer 
to  the  area.  However,  these  differ- 
ences are  not  such  as  to  render  the 
speech  incomprehensible  and  in 
general  the  speaker  of  Judeo- 
Spanish  can  understand  and  be 
understood  wherever  any  variety  of 
the  language  is  spoken. 

Words  also  differ  and  words  from 
the  dominant  language  of  each  area 
have  been  incorporated.  A speaker 
of  Judeo-Spanish  from  Yugoslavia 
or  Bulgaria  will  use  a number  of 
Slavic  words  while  someone  from 
Turkey  will*  lace  his  speech  with 
Turkish  expressions. 

This  however,  is  a two-way  traffic 
and  modem,  spoken  Hebrew  has 
adopted  words  from  Judeo-Spanish 
just  as  it  has  from  other  languages. 
Hence,  words  like  sponja  (floor 
mopping),  sponjador  (a  mop),  pyla 
(a  tub),  boreka  (a  pastry)  and  post - 
ema  (a  term  of  opprobrium). 

Shaul  is  devoted  to  preventing 
Judeo-Spanish  from  becoming  a lost 
or  dead  language. 

He  knows  that  it  is  a difficult  task, 
for  while  Yiddish  has  been  a matter 
of  study  for  more  than  a hundred 
years.  Ladino  studies  have  only  re- 
cently really  got  underway.  But  for 
those  who  grew  up  with  the  golden 
syllables  on  their  lips,  it  is  more  than 
an  exercise  in  scholasticism,  it  is  a 
matter  of  the  heart. 

One  poet,  Miguel  de  Unamuno,  in 
his  book  Sefaradita,  published  in 
Castilian  script  in  1928  summed  up 
the  feeling  for  this  ancient  tongue: 

Ladino,  noble  language 
In  which  we  lamented  Zion, 

And  mourned  the  loss  of  Spain, 
Land  of  our  consolation.

In  Beirut,  the  pro-Syrian  news- 
paper Ash-Sharq  and  the  indepen- 
dent English-language  Daily  Star 
both  quoted  unidentified  sources  as 
saying  Israel  was  planning  a surprise 
pullback  in  Southern  Lebanon  to 
set  off  a new  civil  war  and  sabotage 
the  Lausanne  meeting.  ' 


The  newspaper  said  the  move  was 
in  retaliation  for  Jemayel’s  scrapp- 
ing of  the  May  17  accord.  When 
Israel  pulled  back  its  troops  from 
central  Lebanon  last  September,  it 
set  off  what  the  newspapers  called  a 
civil  war  in  the  Shouf.  The  news- 
paper said  a further  pullback 
would  set  off  new  fighting  between 
Christians  and  Shi’ite  Moslems  in 
the  South.

“This  year  we  arc  also  losing 
money  and  no  one  is  willing  to  even 
talk  about  compensation; one 
citrus  fanner  said.  “Agriculture 
minister  Pessah  Gruppcr  knows 
what  a disaster  the  citrus  branch  is 
in.  But  all  he  receives  from  the 


finance  minister  and  the  prime 
minister  are  promises,  but  no 
money.” 

He  warned  that  if  the  farmers  do 
not  receive  the  S20m.  promised  last 
year  and  more  sums  this  year,  citrus 
fanners  will  continue  to  destroy 
citrus  trees.  Last  year  about  30,000 
dunams  of  trees  were  chopped 
down,  and  h is  predicted  that  this 
year  about  60,000  dunams  of  trees 
will  meet  the  same  fate.

The  IDF 
has  apparently  agreed  to  their  de- 
mand to  be  treated  equally  with 
soldiers  for  purposes  of  indemnity 
payments. 

This  week  the  .Defence  Ministry 
-^josthumoukljLmwuTdwJ  suph  entjt 
ment  to  Aharon  OvadiaT45,  a PWD 
worker  killed  in  a terrorist  attack  in 
Lebanon  over  a month  ago. 

Meanwhile,  several  hundred  resi- 
dentf yesterday  demonstrated  and 
burned  tires  in  the  village  of  Zatar 
al-Gharbiya  south  of  .Nabatiya,  in 
protest  against  the  arrest  by  the  IDF 
of  two  villagers  on  suspicion  of  ter- 
rorist activity.  IDF  units  came  to 
the  village,  but  did  not  interfere 
with  the  protest. 

Yesterday  the  port  of  Sidon 
remained  dosed  for  the  fifth  con- 
secutive day  after  it  was  closed  by 
the  IDF  following  the  explosions  of 
three  bombs  there  on  Sunday,  in 
which  11  Israeli  soldiers  were 
wounded.  It  is  considered  likdy  that 
the  authorities  will  permit  the  port 
to  reopen  tomorrow. 

According  to  IDF  estimates, 
25.000  Christians  have  fled  villages 
north  of  the  Awali  River  in  recent 
weeks  and  made  their  way  to  South 
Lebanon.  The  refugees  have 
reported  that  their  villages  are  still 
under  a constant  shelling  by  Druse 
forces,  and  they  asked  the  IDF  to 
try  to  halt  the  shelling.

IN  THESE  genealogy  conscious 
times  when  we  are  a IT  busy  estab- 
lishing our  roots  there  is  nothing 
quite  like  grandchildren  to  give  us 
that  here-to-stay  Feeling  of  continui- 
ty which  makes  life  meaningful. 

Mackes,  that  untranslatable  Yid- 
dish word  meaning  both  pride  and 
joy  of  family  is  perhaps  best  ren- 
dered in  English  as  “grandchildren . ” 

No  wonder  then  that  when  one 
recent  Thursday  afternoon  our 
daughter,  and  mother  of  our  two 
grandsons,  who  lives  in  a Galilee 
look-out  settlement,  (where 
apparently  they  look  out  mainly  for 
the  government  aid  more  promised 
than  fulfilled)  phoned  to  say  “we’re 
in  town,  come  to  pick  us  up,“  we 
were  delighted. 

Later  our  son  the  former  para- 
trooper also  drifted  in.  He  is  now 
studying  us  out  of  home  and  hearth 
at  the  Hebrew  University,  where  his 
Ashkenazi  name  and  parents' 
address  on  Mt.  Carmel  automatical- 
ly exclude  him  from  the  financial  aid 
the  privileged  underprivileged  en- 
joy. In  these  days  of  welfare  state 
cut-backs,  even  the  poor  aren't  rich 
any  more. 

With  all  bands  in  to  make  a full 
bouse  of  a home  that  is  now  usually 
as  empty  as  the  Arava  desert  ( all  the 
settlement  fund£  go  to  Judea  and 
Samaria)  our  cup.  and  not  only  our 
cup.  was  running  over. 

Yet.  as  the  more  serious  thinkers 
among  us  know,  this  is  not  a perfect 
world.  There's  always  something.  In 
this  case  the  fly  in  the  ointment  was 
that  the  younger  grandson,  hereinaf- 
ter Grandson  A,  aged  six  months 
was  sick,  from  a combination  of 
teething  troubles,  vaccine  after- 
effects and  a dry  cough. 

THIS  CALLED  for  a rearrange- 
ment of  the  usual  sleeping  arrange- 
ments. Grandson  B.  aged  four  and  a 
half,  insisted  on  his  customary  place 
with  grandmother  and  grandfather. 
Grandson  A was  bedded  down  in  a 
playpen  in  our  son's  room.  Daughter 
and  son-in-law  retained  her  old 
room.  Eventually,  when  my  wife 
found  it  prudent  to  sleep  next  to 
Grandson  A to  be  at  hand  “if  neces- 
sary it  shouldn't  be”  our  son  volun- 
teered to  sleep  on  the  floor  in  the 
upstairs  firing  room,  he  being  used 
to  roughing  it  from  his  recent  Army 
days. 

Where  this  left  your  correspon- 
dent was  with  Grandson  B sharing  a 
double  bed  and  single  eiderdown, 
which  was  all  that  was  left. 

" These  cfiscomforts  notwithstand- 
ing, as  dusk  turned  to  darkness,  the 


nackes  lit  up  our  home. 

As  it  turned  out,  naches  was  not  to 
be  the  only  source  of  light  that  night. 
Every  hour  on  the  hour,  and  in 
between  as  well.  Grandson  A woke 
up  crying,  waking  up  his  grandfather 
and  the  lights  went  up. 

The  short  snatches  of  disturbed 
sleep  I managed  to  put  in  were 
hardly  enough  to  knit  up  the  ravelled 
sleeve  of  care,  which  so  recom- 
mended the  supine  state  to  the  late 
William  Shakespeare.  Bui  it  made 
me  sharp  enough  to  realize,  every 
time  I woke,  that  Grandson  B had 
snitched  the  blanket,  sleeping  ange- 
lically with  the  eiderdown  round  him 
like  folded  wings,  while  his  grand- 
father was  freezing. 

Gradually  the  persistent  bawling, 
the  wife's  fussing  and  the  cold  turned 
the  night  into  a nightmare. 

It  didn't  help  very  much  that  every 
orae  I woke  my  son  was  shouting 
“Imma"  from  his  upstairs  position". 
The  first  time  round  I let  it  go  as  a 
quirk.  But  constant  repetition  as  the 
cold  night  wore  on  made  me  wonder 
just  how  sissy  they  make  paratroop- 
ers these  daw. 

DURING  ONE  of  the  periods  of- 
drowsy  wakefulness  1 confess  to  hav- 
ing entertained  the  thought  that 
Grandson  B should  be  in  the  para- 
troops. How  pleasant  if  he  were  on 
night  maneuvers  somewhere  on  the 
outer  edges  of  Israel  expanding 
perhaps  the  country's  borders  rather 
than  taking  the  blanket  from  me. 
Now  and  then  I dreamt  the  red  beret 
being  a little  big  for  him.  but  then 
again  there  is,  I was  sure,  all  that 
nightrision  equipment  to  take  care 
of  a hat  over  the  eyes. 

By  now  it  had  got  so  cold  in  bed 
that  next  time  Grandson  A woke  up 
I went  to  help  my  wife  comfort  him. 

Stumbling  into  the  dimly-lit  room 
I was  hit  by  a heatwave  and  some- 
what taken  aback  to  find  heT  boiling 
up  some  sort  of  a cauldron  on  an  old 
electric  grill  we  had  unnecessarily 
acquired  in  the  halcyon  days  of 
Yoram  Aridor.  inventor  of  Correct 
Economics. 

Though  exhausted  by  lack  of 
sleep,  the  cold  and  the  bitter 
thoughts  about  my  nearest  and 
dearest,  I felt  there  must  be  some 
rational  explanation  for  the  cauldron 
as  for  everything  else  that  was  going 
on.  The  odds  against  my  wife  trying 
to  work  spells  were,  l fancied. pretty 
high. 

Nevertheless,  driven  by  I don't 
know  what  instinct.  I kept  Grandson 
A between  myself  and  my  wife  at  all 
times,  just  in  case.  I suppose  I must 


have  thought,  she  were  to  progress 
to  human  sacrifice.  With  admirable 
night-time  logic  I convinced  myself  I 
was  not  being  a coward  hiding  be- 
hind an  infant's  diaper  beacause  she 
would  surely  spare  an  innocent 
babe,  whom  she  was  presumably 
trying  to  cure  with  all  her  doings. 
He,  1 felt,  was  pretty  safe. 

SO  THE  NIGHT  proceeded.  Slow- 
ly. but  interesting.  No  blanket. 
Siberia  in  one  bed  room,  a steaming 
jungle  in  the  other  and  a depraved 
grown-up  son  shouting  for  his  mum- 
my from  upstairs.  The  only  inhabi- 
tants who  slept  peacefully  through  it 
all  were  Grandson  B.  the  one  inside 
the  blanket . and  his  proud  parents. 

I could  not  but  sneakingiy  admire 
the  kid's  superhuman  strength  in 
wresting  the  blanket  from  me  at  will. 
A tough  kid  like  that  OUGHT  to  be 
in  the  paratroops  I soon  convinced 
myself. 

Yet.  there  must  be  some  reason- 
able explanation.  I dimly  felt.  In  fact 
I started  counting  reasonable  ex- 
planations to  lull  myself  to  sleep.  By 
the  time  I had  got  to  R.E.  113  I 
dozed  off.  just  in  time  to  be  woken 
up  by  the  alarm  clock,  not  ringing 
piercingly  as  a seif  respecting  alarm 
clock  should,  but  eep-beeping  in- 
sidiously to  remind  me  that  we  live  in 
the  age  of  the  mathematical  model 
logic,  when  such  things  as  happened 
during  this  night  don't. 

I managed  to  get  through  work 
next  morning  and  on  returning  home1 
started  to  sort  out  the  reasonable 
explanations. 

Well,  they  were  there.  All  of 
them.  My  son  informed  me  indig- 
nantly that  not  only  was  he  not 
shouting  for  his  mummy  in  his  sleep, 
but  that  he  had  been  wide  awake  all 
night.  Convinced  that  we  had  failed 
to  hear  Grandson  A's  crying,  he  had 
tirelessly  called  us  to  our  duty. 

My  wife  explained  that  every  time 
she  came  into  our  room  to  check  on 
Grandson  B “at  least  he  should 
sleep”  she  had  found  him  exposed  to 
the  cold  with  his  grandfather  hog- 
ging the  blanket,  “you  should  be 
ashamed  of  yourself.”  so  she  had 
redressed  the  balance. 

As  to  her  cauldron,  she  had  mere- 
ly been  making  vapours  to  amelio- 
rate Grandson  A's  dry  cough.  My 
daughter  chipped  in  with  her  reason- 
able explanation,  wondering  what 
all  the  fuss  was  about.

THIS  YEAR  Israel  was  again  ex- 
cluded from  the  Egyptian  Book  Fair. 
If  the  display  in  1981  was  anything  to 
go  by.  there  would  have  been  a 
number  of  anti-Semitic  publications 
on  display.  Two  books  in  demand  on 
that  occasion  were  The  War  of  Sur- 
vival Between  the  Koran  and  the 
Talmud  and  The  Jews,  Objects  of  the 
Wrath  of  the  God. 

The  current  editor  of  October 
magazine  has  recently  unabashedly 
reaffirmed  his  anti-Semitic  leanings 
and  his  books  seem  in  great  demand . 
His  The  Wailing  Wall  and  Tears 
(fourth  edition.  1979)  calumniates 
the  Jews  who  "are  enjoined  by  their 
faith  to  ravish  all  women  of  other 
religions.”  whose  “Secret  Constitu- 
tion” (i.e.  the  Protocols  of  the  Elders 
of  Zion)  encourages  them  to  become 
obstetricians  "so  as  to  specialize  in 
abortions  and  so  reduce  the  number 
of  non-Jews."  whose  Talmud 
advises  them  “to  kill  any  non-Jews," 
and  whose  children  in  kibbutzim 
“are  raised  to  hate  anybody  who  is 
not  Jewish." 

The  blood  libel  reappeared  in  a 
Cairo  publication  as  recently  as  1981 
in  a “scholarly”  book  called  Jews, 
History  and  Doctrine  which  asserts 
the  accuracy  of  the  1840  Damascus 
Blood  Libel  and  affirms  that  many 
similar  cases  have  occurred. 

These  publications  in  post-peace- 
treaty  Egypt  are  cited  in  Anti- Jewish 
Attitudes  in  the  Arab  Media,  1975 - 
1981  by  Raphael  Israeli,  issued  in 
London  by  the  Institute  of  Jewish 
Affairs.  He  points  out  that  Arabs  in 
general  use  the  words  “Jews"  "Zion- 
ists" and  “Israelis"  interchangeably, 
imputing  what  they  conceive  as  the 
evil  of  the  one  to  the  nature  of  the 


other.  Their  usually  negative  stance 
stems  from  three  strata  of  sources: 

□ Traditional  anti-Jewish  attitudes 
cultivated  by  the  Koran  and  other 
Islamic  writings.  The  ingathering 
into  modern  Israel  is  seen  as  an 
unbearable  challenge  to  the  author- 
ity of  Islam. 

□ Anti-Semitic  stereotypes  which 
have  been  absorbed  into  the  Arab 
world  from  Christian  sources  or  by 
the  import  of  European  writings 
such  as  the  Protocob.  Thus  we  find 
the  “international  conspiracy”  of  the 
Jews  and  “ world  Zionism ” aiming  to 
undermine  the  world's  socio- 
economic systems  so  as  to  bring 
them  under  their  domination.  Jews 
in  general,  and  American  Jews  in 
particular,  control  the  banking  sys- 
tem. media  and  political  arena. 

o Specific  Arab-made  derogatory 
stereotypes  which  have  been 
fashioned  as  a consequence  of  the 
Arab-Israeli  conflict. 

BEFORE  Sadat’s  peace  initiative, 
official  channels  in  Egypt  expound- 
ed an  anti-Jewish  message.  Zionism 
was  presented  as  a godless  creed 
which  will  continue  to  evince  insati- 
able greed  until  the  universe  is  en- 
slaved by  Jews.  The  Jews  are  evil  and 
racist,  planted  in  the  Middle  East 
only  bv  the  world  satanic  force  of 
imperialism.  World  order  is  under- 
mined by  Zionism  and  Israel. 

The  list  of  accusations  against 
Zionist  Israel  is  long  and  familiar  in 
the  pre-peace  press.  Sometimes 
Jews  are  looked  upon  somewhat 
more  favourably  than  Zionists,  who. 
by  dominating  the  Jews,  have  made 
them  the  enemies  of  mankind. 

However,  when  the  Jewish  char- 


acter is  analysed,  the  Arab  press 
treats  Jews  in  a derogatory  fashion. 
Jews  are  thieves  - and  in  the  same 
way.  Israel  follows  the  laws  of  the 
jungle.  Even  the  “Jewish  mother”  is 
charged  with  perversion  in  the  Arab 
media,  as  she  “uses  murder,  terror 
and  torture  against  Palestinian 
Arabs.”  The  most  striking  charac- 
teristic of  the  Jews  is  their  penchant 
for  oganization  on  a world  scale: 
they  are  presented  as  a huge  con- 
fraternity. a network  of  lodges 
where  decisions  are  taken  secretly.  . 

AFTER  Sadat's  peace  mission, 
there  was  little  improvement  in  the 
Egyptian  press.  On  the  contrary'  in 
some  respects  the  Arab/Jewish/ 
Zionist  malice  gathered  momentum 
— onl\  non . outside  Egypt,  Sadat  was 
cast  in  the  same  mould  as  the  Jews 
and  Zionists. 

However,  there  was  a certain 
change  in  the  Egyptian  press.  A 
distinction  was  made  between  Israeli 
Zionists  and  non- Zionists,  with  the 
slogan  “We  accept  Jews  among  us, 
nof  Zionists.” 

At  the  same  time,  it  was  clearly 
indicated  that  peace  with  the  Jews 
was  purely  pragmatic.  The  peace 
process  was  seen  to  shed  new  fight  on 
the  international  power  of  Jews, 
especially  their  economic  power. 
The  Jews  control  limitless  resources 
and  international  organizations, 
such  as  Rotary,  which  helps  them 
fake  over  positions  of  power  around 
the  glohe. 

Israelis  conclude,  therefore,  that 
no  basic  change  has  occurred  in  the 
substance  of  the  conception  of  Jews. 
Israelis  and  Zionism  in  the  post- 
Sadat  peace  initiative  period. 


THE  MOST  striking  thing  about 
the  “Reform  Commentary”  on  the 
Tora  is  that  it  isn’t  Reform  at  all. 

True,  the  volume  was  published 
by  the  Union  of  American  Hebrew 
Congregations,  but  says  Rabbi 
Gunther  Plaut,  author  of  the  com- 
mentary on  four  of  the  five  books  of 
the  Tora,  it  is  definitely  interdeno- 
minational. In  fact,  it  would  seem 
that  as  many  American  Orthodox 
rabbis  as  Reform  use  it  as  an  aid  in 
preparing  their  sermons. 

Plaut,  who  is  also  president  of  the 
Central  Conference  of  American 
Rabbis  f Reform),  told  The  Jeru- 
salem Post  during  a recent  visit  to 
Israel,  that  his  commentary  took  16 
years  to  compile.  The  commentary 
on  Leviticus  was  written  by  the  late 
Dr.  Bernard  Bamberger.

background  in  Jewish  lore.  Follow- 
ing the  introduction  to  each  book  is 
the  text  itself,  with  a simple, 
straightforward  translation  and  an 
explanation  of  the  meaning.  There 
is  no  attempt  to  introduce  tfie  Mid- 
rash. unless  it  is  one  which  has 
become  a virtual  part  of  the  mean- 
ing in  Jewish  tradition. 

Then  comes  a series  of  essays  on 
questions  that  arise  from  the  text. 
These  may  be  historical,  moral  or 
literary.  Finally  there  are  what  he 
describes  as  "gleanings”  - passages 


from  world  'literature,  lewis! 
sources  and  even  Christian  or  Mos 
fern  theology  which  are  relevant  tc 
the  passage  under  discussion. 

“I’m  not  trying  to  teach  Christ 
ianity  or  the  Koran,"  he  said  “but ; 
want  to  show  the  influence  of  the 
text  on  world  literature.” 

The  response  to  what  he  calls  th< 
“crowning  of  my  life’s  labours"  is 
to  say  the  least,  gratifying.  Gersot 
Cohen,  chancellor  of  the  Jewisl 
Theological  Seminary  (Conserva 
five)  has  stated  publicly  that  it  is  th< 
best  commentary  available  foi 
American  Jews. 

Already  in  its  third  edition.  rh< 
work  is  not  only  widely  used  ii 
synagogues,  but  has  also  been  ac 
quiw d by  a very  large  number  o 
individuals  for  their  own  study 
Rahbi  Plum  hopes  it  can  be  tran 
slated  and  adopted  for  the  Hebrew 
speaking  public.

THE  CENTRAL  event  of  this  year’s 
Young  Artists'  Week  emphasized 
youth  rather  than  artistry.  An 
annual  affair  since  .1973;  the  week  is 
sponsored  by  the  America-Israel 
Cultural  Foundation  with  the  pur- 
pose of  presenting  to  the  public  the 
most  gifted  among  the  foundation's 
scholarship  recipients.  Hie  IPO  con- 
cert is  intended  to  provide  a show- 
case for  those  ready  to  embark  on  a 
professional  career. 

Avikam  Bar  David.  31,  showed 
courage  by  taking  on  Schumann’s 
“Spring”  symphony  for  his  philhar- 
monic debut.  With  its  complicated 
rhythmic  patterns,  often  less  than 
perfect  balance  of  instrumental 
sonorities  and  some  repetitive  sec- 
tions. the  score  poses  a formidable 
challenge  even  for  experienced  con- 
ductors. Add  the  emotional  intensity 
of  German  romanticism  in  general 
and  Schumann '<s  fanciful  imagery  in 
particular  - dearly  the  young  maes- 
tro bad  his  work  cut  out  for  him. 

His  reading  should  be  credited 
with  showing  a general  knowledge  of 
the  score  and  ability  to  hold  the 
proceedings  together  with  some  de- 
gree of  efficiency.  Bar  David  cuts  an 
attractive  figure  on  the  podium;  his 
gestures  are  unconstrained  and  ele- 
gant, his  enjoyment  evident. 

Essentially,  however,  his  pre- 
sentation was  fough,  angular  and 
impersonal.  The  awkwardness  of  the 
problematic  episodes  stood  out,  as 
the  conductor  appeared  intent  on 
solving  interpretive  problems  by 
ignoring  them.  The  dramatic  cli- 
maxes were  not  accorded  their  due. 
Only  when  the  expressive  momen- 
tum was  maintained  by  a well- 
defined  rhythmic  drive  did  the  rendi- 
tion assume  an  artistic  dimension. 
For  whatever  reason,  the  players 
contributed  to  the  dishevelled  char- 
acter of  die  performance. 

For  21 -year-old  soloist  Han  Recht- 
man,  this  was  not  a debut:  a familiar 
face  with  the  IPO,  he  last  played  the 
same  concerto,  under  Sir  John 
Pritchard , just  a few  days  earlier  (the 
performance  was  reviewed  in  these 
columns  by  Esther  Reuter).

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Shamir’s  wet  peace  pipe 

PRIME  MINISTER  Yitzhak  Shamir's  sharp  attack  against 
Egypt  in  the  Knesset  on  Wednesday  reflects  the  deep  sense  of 
disappointment  that  has  settled  upon  the  government  regard- 
ing relations  with  that  country. 

Unfortunately  that  feeling  does  not  include  the  ability  to 
understand  that  a similar  sense  of  dismay  about  Israel  has 
settled  upon  Cairo.  Both  sides  feel  let  down  and  aggrieved  by 
the  other,  just  as  they  are  about  to  mark  the  fifth  anniversary  of 
the  peace  treaty. 

Mr.  Shamir  finds  it  easier,  and  more  convenient,  to  bathe  in 
his  resentment  Once  Egypt  had  received  all  of  Sinai  back  in  April 
1982,  all  the  solemn  talk  of  normalization  was  forgotten.  Egypt 
wanted  Sinai,  not  peace.  In  return  for  giving  up  land,  Israel  got 
a piece  of  paper.  That  in  brutal  terms  sums  up  Mr.  Shamir's 
message. 

The  Egyptians,  for  their  part,  voice  a parallel  argument. 
Israel,  they  contend,  agreed  that  Camp  David  was  not  meant  to 
produce'only  a separate  Egyptian-Israel  peace.  The  issue  of  the 
West  Bank  and  Gaza  was  an  integral  part  of  the  pact.  It  was  to 
be  immediately  addressed,  and  autonomy  was  to  be  merely  a 
transient  arrangement  before  a final  settlement.  But  instead 
Israel  embarked  upon  a vigorous  settlement  programme  of 
annexation  de  facto,  and  redefined  autonomy  in  such  a 
self-serving  way  as  to  make  even  negotiations  for  it  impossible. 
In  sum,  it  sought  to  saddle  Egypt  with  a separate  peacei 
humiliating  it  in  the  Arab  world  and  neutralizing  it  politically 
and  militarily.  The  Israeli  invasion  of  Lebanon  was  proof  of  this 
trick  upon  Egypt,  if  proof  were  needed. 

Now  just  as  the  Egyptians  find  it  difficult  to  understand 
Israel's  grievances,  so  the  Shamir  government  is  impervious  to 
the  grievances  in  Cairo. 

This  gap  is  not  a promising  reality  on  which  to  build  the  peace 
- though  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  the  military  aspects  of 
the  peace  agreement  have  been  meticulously  observed. 

But  more  is  at  work  than  simply  a gap  of  understanding.  Both 
parties  also  have  an  interest  in  nourishing  their  grudges.  The 
Egyptians  find  it  a useful  way  to  restore  their  position  in  the 
Arab  world;  the  Likud  government  deploys  the  argument  of 
Egyptian  perfidy  against  those  who  press  it  to  get  on  with  a 
peace  process,  embracing  Jordan  and  the  West  Bank. 

For  Egypt,  such  use  of  the  cold  peace  may  be  sharp  tactics  in 
the  shifting  sands  of  inter-Arab  politics.  But  Mr.  Shamir's 
attempt  to  hold  up  the  peace  as  a warning  against  future 
agreements  is  simply  an  invidious  method  of  justifying  the 
Likud's  policy  regarding  Judea,  Samaria  and  Gaza.  That  policy 
contains  within  it  enough  explosive  potential  for  Israel’s  future. 
It  does  not  need  to  be  supplemented  by  further  alienation  of 

Egypt-  . . 

Instead  or  dwelling  self-righteously  upon  what  has  not  been 
achieved  in  relations  with  Egypt,  the  government  would  do 
better  to  expend  its  energies  encouraging  those  relations.  That 
they  will  not  bloom  in  the  ways  trumpeted  five  years  ago,  will, 
however,  unfortunately  remain  the  case  as  long  as  Israel's 
government  has  no  better  alternative  to  offer  on  the  West  Bank 
than  the  status  quo. 


SUSPECTS  ADMIT

Moslem  cemetery  led  the  detec- 
tives, headed  by  Moshe  Balul,  to 
the  suspects,  it  was  learned. 

A name  tag  that  had  been  firmly 
attached  to  the  gravestone  placed 
on  Anghelovici’s  grave  was  found 
with  her  body  at  tbe  Ramie 
cemetery  on  Saturday.  The 
gravestone  itself,  made  of  basalt 
rock,  was  removed  from  the  grave 
several  weeks  ago  by  tbe  burial 
society,  as  part  of  its  campaign  to 
have  the  body  removed  legally. 

The  gravestone  was  found  this 
week  in  Rishon  Lezion's  old 
cemetery  (Anghelovici  was  buried 
in  the  new  one),  arousing  the  detec- 
tives' suspicion  that  whoever  had 
exhumed  the  body  was  both  ultra- 
Orthodox  and  had  access  to  both 
graveyards.  The  two  pairs  of  rubber 
gloves  found  buried  in  the  empty 
grave  indicated  that  at  least  two 
persons  were  involved  in  digging  the 
body  out. 

Coastal  Plain  Police  commander 
Nitzav-Misfane  Aharon  Savir  said 
that  the  investigation  is  continuing, 
and  that  police  hope  to  complete 
the  materia]  for  a charge  sheet 
against  the  suspects  by  next  week. 

The  chief  rabbinate  statement 
yesterday  said  it  was  being  issued  to 
“correct  erroneous  reports"  about 
the  incident  during  the  past  few 
weeks.  Chief  Rabbis  Avraham 
Shapiro  and  Mordechai  Eiiahu 
"strongly  condemned"  those  who 
defiled  the  body  of  the  deceased, 
"as  is  written:  ‘Man  is  created  in  the 
image  uf  God."* 

But  the  rabbis  noted  that  during 
her  lifetime,  Anghelovici  "did  not 
want  to  convert  to  Judaism,  unlike 
the  rest  of  her  family,  preferring  to 
remain  faithful  to  her  Christian 
faith.”  According  to  press  reports, 
Anghelovici  was  converted,  but  not 


in  the  manner  acceptable  to  the 
Orthodox. 

The  rabbis  also  stated  that  Jews 
and  non-Jews  must  not  be  buried 
together,  and  noted  that  Jews  suf- 
fered over  the  centuries  to  observe 
this  religious  requirement.  The 
chief  rabbis  asserted  that  a non-Jew 
buried  mistakenly  in  a Jewish 
cemetery  must  be  treated  with  the 
same  respect  as  the  remains  of  a 
Jew  buried  in  a non-Jewish 
ceremony  — both  must  be  reburied 
in  the  appropriate  place. 

According  to  the  statement,  the 
Anghelovici  family  “knowingly 
deceived”  the  burial  society,  who 
learned  of  the  true  religion  of  the 
deceased  only  after  the  original 
burial.  The  rabbis  also  maintained 
that  the  family  had  earlier  agreed  to 
reburial  in  a non-Jewish  section,  but 
subsequently  “broke  the 
agreement”  with  the  Rishon  Lezion 
rabbinate  as  a result  of  "political 
pressures.” 

The  rabbis  reiterated  that  “no 
prize  is  deserved  by  those  sick  in- 
dividuals” who  violated  Jewish  law 
by  secretly  removing  her  remains 
from  the  grave.  But  the  chief  rab- 
binate, they  concluded,  cannot  be 
obliged  to  make  rulings  on  the  basis 
of  considerations  other  than  those 
of  the  Halacha. 

The  chief  rabbis  earlier  this  week 
declined  to  make  a ruling  on  the 
case,  saying  that  it  was  up  to  the 
Rishon  Lezion  rabbinate. 

Commenting  on  the  issue  in  Acre 
■yesterday.  Justice  Minister  Moshe 
Nissim  said  that  police  must  make 
supreme  efforts  to  put  the  suspects 
on  trial  and  to  see  that  heavy 
sentences 'arc  imposed  on  them,  if 
convicted.  He  called  the 
perpetrators  “people  ‘without 
religion"  who  belong  to  a very  small 
radical  fringe  of  society. 
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ITS  A PITY  that  the  only  compre- 
hensive and  logical  plan  heard  re- 
cently for  ending  two  miserable 
years  in  Lebanon  came  from 
opposition  leader  Shimon  Peres. 
For,  Coming  from  Peres,  the  idea  is 
automatically  anathema  to  the  gov- 
ernment, no  matter  how  reasonable 
it  may  be. 

There  is  hardly  an  official  who  has 
not ’had  something  to  say  on  Leba- 
non in  the  past  week.  Ariel  Sharon 
has  counselled  that  the  IDF  remain 
in  Sidon.  Chief-of-Staff  Moshe  Levy 
told  the  Knesset  Foreign  Affairs  and 
Defence  Committee  that  tbe  IDF 
cannot  be  pulled  out  of  Lebanon  in 
the  foreseeable  future,  for  military 
reasons,  and  that  there  are  no  mira- 
cles on  the  horizon.  Defence  Minis- 
ter Moshe  Arens  keeps  repeating 
that  we  want  to  get  out  of  Lebanon, 
but  can  only  do  so  “after  suitable 
arrangements  are  made  for  the  pro- 
tection of  Galilee." 

The  statements  are  assumed  by 
those  making  them  to  be  self- 
explanatory,  almost  truisms.  De- 
spite differences  in  nuance,  tbe  mes- 
sage is  always  the  same:  Israel  will 
have  to  stay  somewhere  in  Lebanon, 
at  least  until  such  time  as  political 
conditions  there  allow  Israel's 
physical  presence  to  be  replaced  by  a 
political  security  arrangement  that 
will  guarantee  the  safety  of 
Galilee. 

Peres,  on  television  earlier  this 
week,  presented  an  alternative  way 
of  looking  at  things;  instead  of  wait- 
ing for  tile  impossible  to  happen, 
make  it  happen.  Instead  of  waiting 
for  a political  reality  that  will  allow 
an  IDF  withdrawal  to  emerge  from 
the  quicksands  of  Lebanon’s  politic- 
al jungle,  ignore  the  need  for  a 
political  solution  and  defend  Israel 
from  the  international  border  by 
pursuing  an  active  and  aggressive 
defence  policy. 

AS  PERES  sees  it,  if  we  patrolled 
the  skies  of  Southern  Lebanon;  if  we 
patrolled  Lebanon's  coast;  if  we 
maintained  a small  but  efficient  in- 
telligence infrastructure  in  Southern 
Lebanon  that  would  give  early  warn- 
ing of  a PLO  return;  if  we  continued 
to  have  an  “executive”  relationship 
with  the  army  of  the  late  Major  Sa'ad 
Haddad;  and  if  the  terrorists  under- 
stood that  they  would  be  hit  every 
time  they  tried  to  set  up  a base  in 
territory  Israel  considers  off  limits  - 
then  Israel’s  security  in  the  north 
could  be  ensured.  There  would  be 
only  a few  hundred  Israeli  security 


personnel  in  Lebanon  at  any  given 
time,  and  the  IDF  could  be  brought 
back  home. 

There  are  few  flaws  in  the  .logic. 
All  the  ideas  put  forward  by  Peres 
can  be  carried  out.  Israel  could  pat- 
rol Lebanon's  skies  and  sbores  with 
impunity,  unless  the  Syrians  derided 
to  become  involved  and  risk  total 
war  with  Israel  claiming  to  uphold 
a principle  regarding  Lebanon’s 
sovereignty.  Haddad’s  army  could 
be  used  effectively  to  man  road- 
blocks, keep  an  ear  to  the  ground  in 
the  towns  and  villages  of  the  south  to 
pick  up  any  surreptitious  return  of 
terrorists.  Specialist  Israeli  security 
personnel  and  sophisticated  electro- 
nic equipment  could  bolster  that 
ear's  capability.  If  these  measures 
were  Dot  a sufficient  deterrent, 
Israel  could  resort  to  the  selective 
use  of  force  to  pre-empt  any  signifi- 
cant terrorist  build-up. 

WHY  WATT?  And  what  is  there  to 
wait  for?  Amin  Jemayel  is  as  dead 
politically,  from  Israel’s  point  of 
view,  as  his  brother  Bashir.  There  is 
□ever  going  to  be  a strong  central 
government  in  Beirut  capable  of 
sending  viable  forces  down  to  tbe 
south  to  do  Israel's  work  for  it.  Our 
allies  the  Phalange  have  only  proved 
a disappointment  in  the  past,  failing 
to  take  part  in  any  action  - apart 
from  Sabra  and  Shatilla.  There  is  not 
. going  to  be  a general  accommoda- 
tion with  the  Shi’ites  in  the  south, 
certainly  not  while  Amal  in  Beirut 
and  the  fundamentalists  in  the 
north  continue  to  call  the  tune. 

With  all  due  respect  to  the  nego- 
tiating talents  of  Uri  Lubrani  and 
Reuven  Merhav,  representing  Israel 
in  trying  to  reach  an  agreement  with 
the  checkerboard  political  and 
ethnic  factions  of  the  south,  they 
have  been  given  an  impossible  task. 
Even  if  Israel  were  to  withdraw,  as  is 
being  proposed,  to  a line  20  km. 
closer  to  the  international  border, 
and  give  up  Sidon,  we  still  remain 
unwelcome  visitors  with  quasi- 
resident  status  among  half  a million 
Lebanese,  who  are  becoming  in- 
creasingly frustrated  by  military 
roadblocks  and  patrols  imposed  on 
them.  The  future  can  only  spell  a 
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spiral  of  mounting  casualties  and 
Israeli  reaction  and  action,  which 
will  make  the  IDF  less  popular  than 
it  is  already,  and  thus  more  vulner- 
able. 

Israel  no  longer  has  any  commit- 
ment to  foe  Multi-National  Force, 
and  none  to  the  United  States.  It  has 
no  commitment  to  Amin  Jemayel  or 
to  the  Phalange,  its  ostensible  ally, 
which  watched  foe  recent  Syrian- 
Shi’ite  attack  on  Lebanon’s  Christ- 
ian president  with  unshakable 

equanimity. 

On  the  Syrian  front  President 
Hafez  Assad  has  hardly  had  time  to 
enjoy  his  undeniable  victory  in  get- 
ting the  May  17  agreement  scrapped 
before  being  faced  with  serious  in- 
ternal problems,  and  new  develop- 
ments in  foe  Iraq-Iran  war. 

Israel  does  not  need  Assad’s  sanc- 
tion either  to  pull  out  of  Lebanon  or 
to  protect  Galilee.  All  it  has  to  do 
is  make  it  clear  to  the  Syrians  that  it 
considers  them  as  the  main  force 
behind  foe  terrorists’  ability  to  func- 
tion, and  that  Syria  is  accordingly 
responsible  for  the  PLO’s  actions.  - - 

If  Israel’s  message  carries  enough 
credibility  foe  Syrians  will  listen, 
especially  since,  after  a withdrawal 
from  the  Lebanese  imbroglio  Israel 
will  have  little  to  lose  but  much  to 
gain  from  a quick,  pre-emptive  con- 
frontation with  the  Syrians. 
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This  week  and  next  week  (up  to  and  including  Wednesday,  March  14)  is  the  official 
period  of  registration  of  children  for  the  coming  school  year  — for  first  grade, 
kindergarten  and  nursery  school. 

This  is  your  opportunity  to  give  your  children  an  authentic,  Torah-true 
education  during  their  formative  years,  and  to  instill  in  them  true  faith  in  G-d, 
love  of  T orah,  and  loyalty  to  the  Mitzvot,  the  Jewish  way  of  life  — an  education 
which  they  will  hopefully  remain  committed  to  for  the  rest  of  their  lives. 

To  help  you  secure  this  kind  of  education  for  your  child  in  the  coming  year,  we  offer 
you  the  following  information. 

1.  You  have  a choice  of  two  kinds  of  religious  schooling: 

a)  Mamlachti-Dati  (state-religious);  b)  Mukar  (“recognised"  private).  Type . 
(a)  is  available  in  every  neighborhood,  and  is  usually  mixed  (i.e.  boys  and  girls 
in  the  same  class),  with  certain  exceptions.  Type  (b)  includes  the  Chinuch 
Atzmai  and  Beit  Yaakov  (Aguda  oriented)  schools,  Chabad-Lubavitch.  Horev 
(Rav  S.  R.  Hirsch  approach).  Noam  (Merkaz  Harav  Kook),  and  similar  schools. 
The  Mukar  schools  all  provide  separate  facilities  for  boys  and  girls.  They 
generally  offer,  more  intensive  religious  instruction  (e.g.  more  hours  of  Limudei 
Kodesh).* 

2.  The  registration  officer  is  required  to  ask  you  which  of  three  kind&of  education 
(state,  state- religious  or  Mukar)  you  prefer.  If  you  want  your  child  to  receive  a 
Torah  education,  it  is  your  prerogative  to  choose  either  the  second  or  the  third . 
category. 

3.  To  avoid  bureaucratic  bungles,  read  the  posters  now  on  city  billboards  (or  have 
a friend  translate  them  for  you)  for  details  of  where  and  when  to  register,  the 
required  documents,  etc.  You  are  entitled  to  request  a tentative  answer  as  to 
where  the  child  will  be  placed.  The  posters  also  contain  information  regarding 
financial  reductions  for  pre-kindergarten  enrollment. 

4.  In  the  spirit  of  ve'ahavta  iere'acha  kamocha  ("you  shall  love  your 'friend  as 
yourself'},  please  share  this  information  with  your  neighbors  and  friends, 
especially  those  who  do  not  read  English.
